On the first Monday in June, we embarked on the 352nd year of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. Behind and 
beyond our Company’s time-honored events and ceremonies, the nation and 
the world were in motion. We record here major and minor moments of the 
years. 


June 1989 


° The tenth anniversary of the signing in Vienna of the Salt IT accords 
occurred. 

¢ The twentieth anniversary of the death of Judy Garland, famous U.S. 
entertainer. 

e Ayatollah Khomeini, who became Iran's supreme spiritual leader and 
unchallenged political authority after the 1979 overthrow of Shah Mohammad 
Reza Pahlavi, died on June 3. 

¢ Tens of thousands of Chinese troops made a determined drive into the 
center of Beijing (Peking) to take back control of Tiananmen Square and 
nearby streets killing hundreds, possibly thousands, of students and workers. 
Many of those who watched the television coverage outside China used such 
wordsas stunned, dismayed, horrified, and heartsick to convey their feelings. 
e _Aspokesman for Poland's ruling Communist Party declared that Solidar- 
ity had “achieved a decisive majority” in parliamentary elections, an event 
sure to shape the government in as yet unforeseeable ways. 

¢ The Democratic majority in the United States House of Representatives 
elected Thomas Foley as Speaker of the House. 

¢ The United States Supreme Court, in a 5-4 decision, ruled in effect that 
the First Amendment to the Consitituion which guarantees free speech 
invalidates any laws that prohibited peaceful political activists from burning 
the U.S. flag as an act of protest. 


July 1989 


e Ina5-4ruling, the United States Supreme Court upheld three provisions 
of a 1986 Missouri law that placed state restrictions on abortions. The 
anxiously awaited decision was widely viewed as a victory for “pro-life” 
advocates and a defeat for “pro-choice” groups. 

e French President Francois Mitterrand presided over the opening of a 
week-long bicentennial celebration commemorating the French Revolution 
which had begun on July 14, 1789 when an angry mob stormed the Bastille. 
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e = Adnan Khashoggi, a wealthy Saudi arms broker, was extradited to the 
U.S. where he faced charges of implementing “illegal property deals” for 
former Philippine president Ferdinand Marcos. 

e = Giulio Andreotti became Italy's prime minister for the sixth time since 
1972. 

e = =The Organization for the Oppressed of the Earth, a group of Shi'ite 
Muslim extremists with close tes to the pro-Iranian Hezbollah, announced 
that it had hanged Lieutenant Colonel William Higgins, a U.S. Marine 
attached to the UN truce-monitoring force in Lebanon who had been 
abducted in February 1988. 


August 1989 


e Hojatolislam Hashemi Rafsangjani, who had been speaker of Iran's 
parliament, assumed the presidency during a ceremony in Tehran. 

e After an interval of three and one-half years, the United States resumed 
its manned spaceflight program with the launching of the space shuttle 
Columbia from Cape Canaveral, Florida. U.S. manned space flights were 
halted in January of 1986 after the shuttle Challenger exploded shortly after 
blast-off, killing all seven crew members. 

e _ F.W. de Klerk, leader of South Africa’s ruling National party, took the 
office as acting president, chosen by unanimous vote to succeed P.W. Botha, 
who had resigned. 

e Voyager 2 completed its extraordinarily successful exploration of the 
solar system when it sped past Neptune at a distance of about 4,800 km. 
During its 12-year journey through space, Voyager 2 sent back remarkably 
clear pictures of Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, and Neptune as well as data about 
their environments. 


September 1989 


e The Hungarian government announced it had decided to permit thou- 
sands of East Germans, many of whom had refused to return home, to seek 
a new life in another “county of their choice.” By the end of the month, 
thousands of other East Germans who had invaded the grounds of the West 
German embassy in Prague were being allowed to travel to West Germany. 
e The assistant secretary-general of the Arab League, Lakhdar Ibrahimi, 
announced that the military commander of the Lebanese Christian forces 
had accepted the Arab League's cease-fire plan to end the 14-year-old civil 
war. 

e Vietnam withdrew its last contingent of soldiers from Cambodia, nearly 
11 years after it invaded the country and overthrew the brutal Khmer Rouge 
regime of Pol Pot. 

¢ Ferdinand Marcos, who had ruled the Philippines for 20 years before he 
was forced into exile in 1986, died in Hawaii after a protracted illness. 
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October 1989 


e 60th Anniversary of “Black Tuesday,” when the U.S. Stock Market 
collapsed and the country was plunged into the Great Depression. 

e Several hundred soldiers under the command of Major Moises Giroldi 
Vega attempted to overthrow General Manuel Noriega and failed. 

e Aviolent earthquake measuring 7.1 on the Richter Scale ravaged the San 
Francisco Bay area as tens of thousands of people were returning home from 
work. 

e The East German Communist Party ousted Erich Honecker, a hard-liner 
who had been head ofstate as well as leader of the country’s Communist Party 
for 18 years. 

¢ Jim Bakker, one of the best-known television evangelists in the U.S. and 
founder of the Christian PTL ministry, was sentenced by a federal judge in 
Charlotte, North Carolina, to serve 45 years in prison and pay a $500,000 fine 
after having been convicted on all 24 counts of conspiracy and fraud which 
had been brought against him. 


November 1989 


¢ Hundreds of thousands of East Germans surged through an opening in 
the Berlin Wall to celebrate new found freedom after the East German 
government, faced with the massive exodus of East Germans to the West and 
with clamorous demands for radical change, removed virtually all restrictions 
of travel to the West. 

e Lech Walesa, founder of Solidarity, Poland’s federation of labor unions, 
addressed a joint meeting of the U.S. Congress seeking support for Poland at 
a critical point in its history by approving a program of financial aid similar 
to the Marshall Plan. 

° For the first time in 42 years, Hungarians participated in a free national 
election to decide the date of the next presidential election. 


December 1989 


e December 5 celebrated the birthday of King Bhumibol Adulyadej, who 
ascended to the throne of Thailand in 1950, a national holiday. 

e For the sixth time since Corazon Aquino assumed the presidency of the 
Philippines in February 1986, a clique of military officers attempted to 
overthrow her government 

e Soviet President Mikhail Gorbachev conferred with Pope John Paul II for 
approximately 75 minutes in the Vatican, the first time a leader of the Soviet 
Union and the head of the Roman Catholic Church had met. 

e Shortly after midnight on December 20, U.S. troops began an all-out 
assault on preselected targets in Panama in an effort to capture General 
Manuel Noriega. 
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e Romanian President Nicole Ceausescu, the most brutal and fanatical 
Communist leader in Eastern Europe, fled Bucharest in fear as angry crowds 
fought to take over large areas of the capital. Ceausescu and his wife were 
captured and executed on December 25, 


January 1990 


e = Winston Churchill, British leader during World War II, died twenty-five 
years ago on January 24, 1965, 

e Manuel Noriega voluntarily left the Vatican nunciature in Panama City 
and turned himself over to U.S. authorities to face indictments in two federal 
courts in Florida on charges of drug trafficking. 

e Premier Li Peng announced that China’s State Council had decided to 
terminate martial law in Beijing effective midnight, January 10. Martial law 
had been imposed on May 20, 1989 when the studentled pro-democracy 
movement began to win significant popular support. 

e = Soviet President Mikhail Gorbachev arrived in Vilnius, the capital of 
Lithuania, where he desperately sought to convince leaders of the Baltic 
republic that secession from the Soviet Union would have calamitous effects. 
Lithuanian independence, Gorbachev insisted, would weaken Soviet security 
and imperil his program of perestroika. 

e = Hungarian Prime Minister Mikos Nemeth informed the National Assem- 
bly that the Soviet Union had agreed to withdraw its oops from Hungarian 
soil. 

e The leadership of Poland's communist party voted to dissolve their 
organization and form a democratic party that would presumably have wider 
popular appeal. 


February 1990 


e After serving more than 27 years of a lifetime sentence for conspiracy to 
overthrow the government and for sabotage, Nelson Mandela was set free by 
the South African government. 

e In an election that all considered to be of monumental importance to 
Nicaragua’s future, Violeta Barrios de Chamorro handily defeated President 
Danicl Ortega, leader of the ruling Sandinista National Liberation Front. 


March 1990 


e = Japan became only the third nation, after the U.S. and U.S.S.R., to place 
a satellite in lunar orbit when its satellite Hagoromo was launched and began 
to orbit the moon. 
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April 1990 


¢ East Germany’s first freely elected Parliament gathered in East Berlin for 
its first session. 

e April 17 — Bicentenary of the death of Benjamin Franklin, U.S. scientist, 
printer, and diplomat; he helped frame the U.S. Declaration of Indepen- 
dence and Constitution. 

e Anestimated 200 million people from 140 nations celebrate Earth Day 
1990 with messages of the need to reverse the ravages caused by misuse of the 
planet. 


May 1990 


e South African President F.W. de Klerk and Nelson Mandela led delega- 
tions that began formal talks that, it was hoped, would lead in time to a 
negotiated new social order and an end to apartheid. 

¢ The Chinese government announced that 211 dissidents who had been 
involved in the 1989 pro-democracy movement had been released from 
prison. According to authorities, an additional 431 were still in custody. 

e President Bush, resisting pressure from some members of the U.S. 
Congress, recommended that China’s most-favored-nation trade status be 
renewed. Bush said he welcomed the “modest steps” China had taken to 
respect human rights. 

¢ Inthe third round of balloting, Boris Yeltsin was elected chairman of the 
Russian Supreme Soviet, essentially making him president of the Russian 
S.F.S.R., the largest of the Soviet Union’s 15 constituent republics.

Saturday, June 17: 


In the morning, we again met with the hotel management staff touring 
the hotel and discussing our Fall stay. 

In the afternoon, time was spent looking for a nearby store where 
refreshments could be purchased if necessary. In the evening, we attended 
church services and finished the evening with a meal at the hotel and retired 
early. 


Sunday, June 18: 


The Committee traveled by bus to the Hianode Pier for a one hour boat 
tour to the Asakusa Old Tokyo area. Asakusa has a tremendous shopping 
area where relatively inexpensive souvenirs can be purchased. After a day of 
shopping and visiting the old temple, and having lunch in a quaint eatery, 
we departed for Bangkok.

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Tuesday, June 20: 


In the morning, the Committee met with Colonel Boonsrang (Assistant 
to the Commander in Chief of the Army) to discuss some of our military 
arrangements. We alsowere fortunate to meetwith General Pichitr (assistant 
Army Commander). Both men assured us of the full cooperation of the Thai 
Army. A forty-piece marching band is planned for our ceremony at the River 
Kwai cemetery. 

Captain Milano met with General Chan, a Norwich University graduate, 
and former classmate, as is Colonel Boonsrang. General Chan is the deputy 
to the Thai Supreme Commander, a two-star general. A police escort will be 
provided for our trip to the River Kwai area. 

General Chan indicated that he and General Chivalet, the Supreme 
Commander and potential Prime Minister, would try to attend our banquet 
and again assured us of the full cooperation of the Thai army. 

In the afternoon, the Committee left by boat from the hotel to the Holy 
Assumption Cathedral. There we met with Father Sanad to discuss details 
associated with our church services. We were pleasantly surprised to hear the 
church was the home parish of Thailand’s Cardinal Michai Kitbunchu, and 
we were fortunate to meet with him. After talking with him, he offered to co- 
celebrate our service and have a reception for us after the church service. 

In the evening, the Committee had a typical Thai dinner at the Sawasdee 
Restaurantand witnessed a classical Thai dancing show. All of the Committee 
fell asleep and left early. This show will not be part of the tour. 


Wednesday, June 21: 


A trip was made to the River Kwai area. We left by bus for the cemetery 
accompanied by South East Asia personnel and a Lt. Wera, the bandmaster 
of the Thai military band. Preparations were made for a very impressive 
ceremony, one for which we will all be extremely proud. A bus trip to the train 
station where we will board a train for a trip over the famous River Kwai was 
next. We then visited the bridge, some walking on it, and had lunch at the foot 
of the bridge. Details associated with future meal arrangements were 
discussed. We next visited the JEATH Museum. The museum is an open air 
museum, typical ofan actual POW hut during the construction of the bridge. 


Thursday, June 22: 


The morning was spent at a meeting with the hotel personnel discussing 
many details, and in particular. the banquet. 

While our meeting was taking place, Sergeants Savickey and D'Avolio 
made an inspection tour of the floating market area where people live on 
boats as well as work and play. There is a large market there and it is an 
extremely interesting place to visit. A floating market tour is scheduled for 
our members. 

In the afternoon directly from our hotel meeting, we made a trip to the 
American Embassy and met with COL Donald Moore of the Defense Attache 
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Office. He gave usa description of the military organization within Thailand. 
We then met with Ambassador Daniel A. O'Donahue. Captain Milano gave 
a brief history of the Ancients and discussed some of the details of our trip. 
The Ambassador was extremely impressed and indicated he would come to 
our church services and banquet. 

The evening was spentat the Tum Nak Thai restaurant, which, according 
to the Guinness Book of World Records, is the biggest restaurantin the world. 
The restaurant covers ten acres and provides seating for 3000 people. The 
place is so large, the waiters go back and forth to the kitchen on roller skates. 
We shall dine at this restaurant on our Fall Tour. 


Friday, June 23: 


In the morning at the Grand Palace, we met with his excellency Prince 
Thaweesan, the principal private secretary to His Excellency King Rama IX. 
We have requested a royal visitand the request is still being considered. 

Captain Milano discussed with the Prince some of the Ancients’ history 
and some of the places we had been. He made presentations to the Prince of 
one of our commemorative coins, some historical booklets and a copy of the 
King’s birth certificate. The King, incidentally, was born in Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. After our visit, we were given a tour of the King’s Reception 
Hall. This building is normally shown only to royalty and visiting heads of 
state. 

In the afternoon, the Committee left for Pattaya by bus and, upon arrival 
and check in at the magnificent Royal Cliff Beach Resort, had a sumptuous 
barbecue supper as guests of the general manager.

We 
stayed at the Rama Gardens Hotel in Bangkok for the evening to be near the 
airport. After dinner, all retired for the evening as we were very tired. On the 
Fall Trip, a Thai dinner and extravaganza show will be provided near the 
Rama Gardens Hotel. 


Monday, June 26: 


After an early rise, we traveled to the airport for our departure. We flew 
from Bangkok to Tokyo, to Chicago where we cleared customs. Our flight 
from Chicago to Boston was delayed because of bad weather. We finally 
arrived in Boston at 8:25 p.m., met by our families and several Ancients. 

Allwere glad to be home, tired, but happy to have been on sucha fine pre- 
trip. Much work was accomplished.

Asa senior United States military representative here in Thailand, am here 
to report to you that the men and women stationed here are over one 
hundred, representing your country with distinction in many aspects of their 
duty here in Thailand. Lam proud to be here and am proud of the very close 
working relationships which have been established over the years with Royal 
Armed Forces. The first officer in Thailand thatI met on arrival two years ago 
was General Saiyuod. Shortly thereafter, I met General Pichitr who went to 
West Point with me and who has been a very close friend. Also, I served in 
Vietnam with some of the people in this room. Much earlier, the Thai Armed 
Forces served with us as close allies in Korea and in Vietnam and we have had 
exercises with them on a regular basis over the years. [am proud to represent 
the United States military in Thailand. 


I happen to be the product of one of your members who is absent and I hope 
youcan call him to attest to this when you get back to the Boston area. George 
Patton was my senior officer at West Point. Just to get you in his knickers a 
little bit, I will tell you a little story about George. We were at West Point and 
were unveiling the Eisenhower statue and were all standing around. George 
came up to me, as I had known him for many years; at that time Iwasa colonel. 
He asked me, “What are you going to do about it?” I wasn't quite sure what 
he was talking about and I said, “I really don’t understand, sir.” He said, 
“What are you going to do about it?” —1 still didn’t get the point. He finally 
said, “Eisenhower's pants are baggy and I want you to fix him by tomorrow.” 
Obviously, I told him that was the style in those days, but he wouldn't listen. 
He probably won't listen to many of you. 

Thank you for your many kindnesses. I know that you will have a good visit 
here in Thailand because the Thai people are so very warm and friendly and 
giving. I wish you the very best. 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 
Thank you, General Lash. We will certainly extend those feelings to General 
Patton. He had planned to make this Fall Tour of Duty, but he is in Europe 


right at this ime. 


General Lash, this is a symbolic token from the Ancients. We hope you will

of our Company on the other. We hope it will serve as a memento of our 
352nd Fall Field Day Tour of Duty.

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INDEPENDENCE DAY 
4 JULY 1989 


On or about 0717 hours on Tuesday, 4 July 1989, over 140 members of 


the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company began assembling at the Union 
Oyster House for pre-parade inspection, coffee and light refreshments, 
courtesy of our Captain Commanding, LTC Joseph A. Milano. 

At 0830 hours, First Call was sounded for the Company to proceed to City 
Hall Plaza. Company formed on the Plaza at 0900 hours for the playing of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company March written by John Phillip Souza 
and played by the John Shea Military Band under the direction of our own 
member, LT John J. Shea. 

At 0905 the Flag Raising Ceremony commenced with Frank Jones, 
Commissioner Real Property City of Boston, as ceremonial host. 

Mayor Raymond L. Flynn welcomed the gathering to the City of Boston’s 
observance of Independence Day. Joining Mayor Flynn on the platform was 
our Captain Commanding LTC Joseph A. Milano, his Aide LT Thomas J. 
Goodfellow, along with the Color Sergeants and Color Guards. 

Following the Flag Raising, the Company, leading the march, paraded to 
the Granary Burying Ground where wreaths were placed by the Ancient & 
Honorable Artillery Company on the graves of three signers of the Declara- 
tion of Independence — Samuel Adams, John Hancock, Robert Treat Paine; 
a fourth wreath was placed on the grave of Peter Faneuil. Halt for Honors 
were rendered by the placing of wreaths by the Mayor of the City of Boston, 
the Captain Commanding, ILT LTC Reynold P. Graunas and 2LT LTC 
Emest C. Caggiano.

Itwasno exception at the Old State House — the larger than usual crowd 
of people saw and heard Mayor Raymond L. Flynn once again welcome the 
people to the City of Boston on the Fourth. Ernest Triplett sang “God Bless 
America”; Kimberly Milano, daughter of our Captain Commanding, recited 
the Pledge of Allegiance to our Country; the John Shea Military Band played 
“Yankee Doodle” and the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company Captain 
Commanding recited the Declaration of Independence. 

Following the reading, the Captain Commanding proceeded down from 
the balcony to a marker on the street some twenty yards from where he had 
Just spoken. As the Company stood at attention, the Captain Commanding, 
accompanied by the Mayor of Boston and a young 20-year old freedom 
fighter from Beijing, China, carried together a ten foot high floral arrange- 
ment in the shape of the Statue of Liberty, like the Goddess of Democracy 
erected in Tiananmen Square by Chinese students during the height of 
Beijing’s pro-democracy protests in late May, early June this year. 

The marker where the Captain placed the floral replica of the Goddess 
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of Democracy made up of 2,000 flowers is the site of the 1770 Boston 
Massacre. “On this spot 229 years ago, the British troops opened fire on 
peaceful citizens; people died, people were hurt,” Shen Tong, the 20-year old 
freedom fighter from Beijung, was quoted as saying to the press upon 
completion of the ceremony. Shen Tong went on to say, “I see a tie between 
the two massacres of peaceful protests. British soldiers fired on a crowd and 
killed five colonists shoruy before the American Revolution. It gives me a 
sense of self-confidence that five years after that, Americans were free. Maybe 
that can happen in China.” 

The Parade re-formed and continued the march to Faneuil Hall where 
the Captain thanked the Company for their attendance on this very memo- 
rable day and invited them and their families to the Union Oyster House for 
a collation.

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WASHINGTON BIRTHDAY CELEBRATION 
19 FEBRUARY 1990 


On Monday, 2 February 1990, the traditional Washington's Birthday 
celebration began with a cocktail reception at the Union Oyster House 
hosted by the candidates for office, MAJ Arthur Nashawaty, COL Leo Sacco, 
LT Roy Chase, and L.-T Jack McNulty. Other candidates for office were 
introduced.

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GERMAN NAVAL SHIPS 
7 JUNE 1989 


On Wednesday, June 7 7, under cloudy and rainy skies, a small delegation 
of Ancients from this year’s and last year’s staff had the opportunity, at the 
invitation of the Ambassador of the Federal Republic of Germany, his 
excellency Mr. Ruhfus, and Consul General Dr. Juergen Kalkbrenner, to visit 
two West German wz urships, the frigate Niedersachsenand the destroyer Rommel 
at the Charlestown Naval Yard. 

The Medersachsen is the flagship of a West German task force of six ships, 
which visited Boston on a good will tour on the occasion of the 40th 
anniversary of the Republic of West Germany. 

One hundred and twenty of the German sailors of the task force marched 
in our June Day par ade and many of the officers attended our Banquet. 

On the occasion of our visit, an exquisite buffet supper? and cocktails were 
provided on the destroyer Rommel, while our Captain Commanding, LTC 
Joseph A. Milano, discussed with the Commander of the_Rommel, Com- 
mander Christoph Diehl, some of the history of the Ancients.

William F. Buckley grew up in Stoneham, attended high school there, 
graduated from Boston University and later served the United States in both 
Korea and Vietnam. He earned 2 Silver Stars and 2 Purple Hearts. After his 
retirement as at a Lieutenant Colonel, he served as the CIA Station Chief in 
Beirut, Lebanon where he was kidnapped by terrorists in Beiruton March 16, 
1984. On June 3, 1985, his captors reported him killed; his body has never 
been recovered. 

In thanksgiving for his selflessness on behalf of others, and asa tribute to 
his deep sense of commitment to this country, our Fellow Ancients, many 
friends and state and federal politicians gathered together to pay tribute to 
William F. Buckley and his beloved family. A touching and memorable 
memorial address was delivered by William Beck, Lieutenant Commander of 
the U.S. Naval Reserve and a long time friend of Mr. Buckley.

On 7 March 1990, 82 Ancients journeyed to Washington D.C. for a 
number of ceremonial and courtesy visits.

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DEDICATION OF KING BHUMIBOL SQUARE 
8 APRIL 1990 


On Sunday, 8 April 1990, 80 Ancients participated in a dedication 
ceremony wherein Charles Square in Cambridge, located at the intersection 
of Eliot and Bennett Streets, was named the King Bhumibol Square.

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VISIT TO THE GRAVE OF MAJOR GEORGE MAYNARD 
30 MAY 1990 


On Memorial Day, 30 May 1990, Ist LT Reynold Graunas visited the grave 
of Major George Maynard at Mount Feake Cemetery in Waltham to place a 
memorial wreath. 

Major Maynard was the Company’s first member to receive the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor. At the Battle of Fredericksburg, Virginia on Decem- 
ber 13, 1862, Major Maynard voluntarily returned to the front lines under 
severe fire and carried a wounded comrade from the skirmish line to a place 
of safety. 

George Maynard was born in Waltham, Massachusetts on 2 February 
1836, and enlisted as a private in the 13th Massachusetts Infantry. He 
distinguished himselfat the Battle of Antietam—while under fire, he carried 
two wounded comrades from the firing line toa rear area, and then returned 
to the firing line. In 1864, he was commissioned a Captain in the 82nd 
Regiment of the United States Colored Infantry and subsequently was 
promoted to Brevet Major in 1865 for distinguished and meritorious service. 

Major Maynard served in the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company as 
Ist Sergeant of Infantry in 1879 and as 4th Sergeant in 1887. He died in 
Waltham, Massachusetts on 26 December 1927 at the age of 91 years. His 
membership in the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company dates from June 
4, 1875 and for fifty-wvo years, he had been an active, honored member. 

Indicative of Major Maynard’s interest in the Company, his will provided 
that monies he had left after his death should be turned over to the Ancient 
& Honorable Artillery Company Permanent Fund. 

Major Maynard was buried in the Mount Feake Cemetery alongside his 
wife, two sons and one daughter.

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REPORT OF THE MILITARY MUSEUM AND LIBRARY COMMITTEE 
1989-1990 
COSMO MIGNOSA, CHAIRMAN 


This year has been another extremely active year for the Committee. 
Meeting over twenty times with regard to the condition of the Museum, 
Library, attic and our forthcoming move, the Committee worked in close 
concert with our Curator John McCauley supervising all phases of the 
activities accomplished this year. 

The Committee had interviews with 12 moving and storage companies 
during the spring, summer and fall of 1989. Itwas decided that Harmonium 
Moving and Storage of Boston would fulfill the needs of the Company. They 
were the low bidder at $49,700. Ouragreement with them covers moving out, 
storage of military and library collections for a period of twenty-four to thirty 
months if necessary and moving back in, Other stipulations such as climate 
control and access to the collections when in storage were made to the 
satisfaction of the Committee. 

The attic of Faneuil Hall was cleaned out by the Committee during the 
spring and summer of 1989. By Labor Day, 5 1/2 truckloads had been taken 
to the Hoosic Warehouse in Charlestown. A tremendous vote of thanks goes 
to our LTC John Moore for his assistance in arranging with the National 
Guard for trucks and personnel to help us in this effort. Additionally, thanks 
also to the 1989-1990 Sergeants who helped both financially and physically in 
the superhuman effort to clean out our attic. 

Additionally, a complete inventory of the Library has been finished and 
is ready to be shipped to storage. 

The inventory of collectionsis completed. Some of the artifacts are being 
stored in acid-free boxes. All artifacts were cleaned, inspected, and an 
inventory number assigned before going into the boxes. We also now have 
a large collection of manuscripts in their proper boxes. 

The Museum of American Textile History conducted an extensive survey 
of the uniforms and flags within the Armory. A written report tells us how to 
care for and store them. 

To keep up with the latest information on museum procedures, the 
Company has joined the New England Museum Association and the Ameri- 
can Association of State and Local History. The Curator has also attended 
conferences on museum procedures and photographic restoration and care. 

We have begun to conserve and preserve some of the artifacts. Some 
silver trophies were reconstructed by a silversmith and are now in excellent 
condition and indicate to us the procedures in handling the rest of our silver 
artifacts. 

Our safe deposit box was maintained and updated with some of our 
exceptionally valuable artifacts being placed in that container for storage 
during our absence. 

The number of visitors to the Museum from January to December, 1989 
was 17,176; from January to May, 1990, 5000. 
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A special thanks must be given to our Curator, John McCauley, for his 
exceptional work this year. He has provided the knowledge and enthusiasm 
for us to begin putting this Museum on the road to its rightful place in the 
fabric of the history of the Common. ealth and this country.

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FINAL REPORT OF THE MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE 
1989-1990 


The Membership Committee, during the course of eight (8) meet- 
ings, interviewed thirty (30) sponsors and applicants for regular membership 
and reviewed fifteen (15) applicants by “Right-ofDescent” during the 1989/ 
1990 year. All thirty (30) of the regular membership candidates were 
favorable recommended for membership by the Committee and all thirty 
(30) were subsequently elected to membership. Fourteen (14) of the fifteen 
(15) “Right-of-Descent” candidates were favorably recommended by the 
Committe and two (2) were subsequently elected to membership. One (1) 
candidate's application was “tabled” (no vote) for lack of documentation. An 
application for “Right-of-Descent” membership is not acceptable without 
attached back-up genealogical data directly lining the candidate toamember 
of the “Company” serving at any time from 1638 through 1738. 

The average age of the regular membership applications was “50” as 
compared to “46” one year ago. The youngest applicantwas 27 and the oldest 
applicant was 76. Twenty-one (21) of the thirty (30) regular membership 
candidates (70%) have had military experience as compared to 51% a year 
ago. The military service for eighteen (18) of these applicants was in the 
regular Armed Forces and Reserves of the United States and in the National 
Guard during the years from 1942 through the present including many who 
saw active service in World War IJ, the Korean conflict, and the Vietnam War. 
One of these applicants, Captain (USN) Thomas J. Hudner, is a recipient of 
this nation's highest award, the Congressional Medal of Honor. The miliary 
service for three (3) of these applicants was in the militia or regular Armed 
Forces of a foreign (friendly) county. 

Numbered among the thirty (30) regular membership applicants 
are: ten (10) Owner/CEO'‘s of their own businesses; one (1) serving United 
States Congressman; one (1) The Consul of Pakistan in Boston; three (3) 
Executive/Managers; four (4) attorneys; one (1) college president and 
member of the Catholic clergy; one (1) educator; one (1) medical doctor/ 
psychiatrist; one (1) dental surgeon; three (3) executive level administrators 
for the Federal Government and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts; one 
(1) accountant; one (1) engineer; one (1) insurance broker; and one (1) 
retired Owner/CEO of his own business. 

The residences of the thirty (3) regular membership applicants are: 
seven (7) from the South Shore; six (6) from the Metropolitan Boston area; 
seven (7) fromWestern Middle Massachusetts (3 from Worcester); four (4) 
from the North Shore; three (3) from Southeastern Massachusetts; and one 
(1) each from out of state in Rhode Island, New Hampshire and Virginia. 

The average age of the fourteen (14) successful “Right-ofDescent” 
applicants was sixty-one (61) as compared to fifty-three (53) last year. The 
youngest was twenty-nine (29) and the oldest was eighty-three (83). Twelve 
(12) of the fourteen (14) “Right-of-Descent” applicants (86%) as compared 
to (61%) last year had military service. The military service of twelve (12) of 
these applicants was in the regular Armed Forces and Reserves of the United 
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States and in the National Guard during the years from 194] through the 

present, including most who saw active service in World War II, the Korean 
conflict, and the Vietnam War. 

Numbered among the fourteen (14) “Right-of-Descent” applicants 
are: one (1) corporate executive; one (1) attorney; one (1) physician; one (1) 
member of the Protestant clergy; one (1) engineer; one (1) architect; one 
(10) financial exchange executive; one (1) high-tech programmer; one (1) 
student; three (3) retired CEO/Executives; one (1) retired Marine Corps 
officer; and one (1) retired professor. 

The residences of the fourteen (14) “Right-of-Descent applicants are: 
three (3) from Virgina; two (2) from California; and one (1) each from New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Michigan, Minnesota, Texas, Colorado, Idaho 
and Washington. 

The 1989/1990 Committee has concentrated primarily on the qual- 
ity of the applicants rather than quantity. We have required that all 
candidates for regular membership be well prepared by their sponsors in the 
history and military organization of our Company not as a “one-time” 
exercise but so they realize and take pride in the fact that our Company is not 
just another social club requiring only the payment of dues but is in fact a 
Military Organization dating back over 350 years in this country with a long 
and honored tradition that must be upheld by new members. The “Com- 
pany” needs members who will actively participate in its activities and who will 
serve as representatives of the Company with the general public, both here 
and on our trips to foreign countries.

REPORT OF THE AD HOC COMMITTEE FOR THE 
RESTORATION AND PRESERVATION OF 
FANEUIL HALL 


This Committee has been actively engaged in the restoration and 
preservation of Faneuil Hall since its first meeting on 28 December 1984. 
The Committee, organized by COL Walter T. Anzoni and LTC Albert A. 
Petrulis, received permission from the then Captain Commanding, COL 
Sylvester A. Ray, to proceed with their plans. 

Since that time, the Committee finally received notification on Thurs- 
day, 24 May 1990 that the federal budget of $7,500,000.00 has been approved 
for the dual projects — the Old State House and Faneuil Hall. The share for 
Faneuil Hall is in the area of $3,000,000.00 to $3,500,000.00. That will 
provide for AC Current to replace the DC Current now in the building; it will 
provide for an Air-Temperature Control Factor; it will provide for a normal 
size elevator from the ground floor up and many other smaller projects. 

It has been a long haul for the Committee which in the beginning met 
every week until the present time when it meets on an on-call basis. We have 
had 100% support from the City of Boston, our Landlord, and the National 
Park Service. Special mention should be made of Mr. John Burchill, Director, 
Northeast Region of the National Park Service, and Mr. Peter Steel, Director 
of Cultural Affairs of the same region. Mr. J. Edgar Roache, former 
Commissioner of Public Properties for the City of Boston and Mr. Fred Clark, 
Secretary, Boston Office of Congressman J. Joseph Moakley. 

Plans are currently being made to move the Company from the Armory 
as temporary move to the Coast Guard Station on Atlantic Avenue which will 
cover a period of 18 to 24 months. The Company must vacate Faneuil Hall 
on or before 7 September 1990. The Captain-Elect, MAJ Arthur E. Nashawaty 
is very cognizant of the situation and is establishing his schedule for the year 
1990 - 1991 accordingly.

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REPORT OF THE SERGEANTS 
1989-1990 


From June Day to June Day, from receipt to surrender of our Espontoons, 
our dedicated twelve Sergeants have served with dedication and exhilaration.

On June Day 1989, we marched from the Common to the Copley Plaza 
and introduced two “firsts”: a reception in the Venetian Room after the 
parade and a party in the Oval Room following the banquet.

at the Ruen Thai Restaurant. 

The Fall Field Day Tour was settling into memory when a month later the 
Sergeants demonstrated their hospitality in a climate far removed from the 
warmth of Pataya’s beach sands, Norwich University in Northfield, Vermont. 
From 10-12 November the Ancients, approximately 100 travelers including 
guests, went in two busloads to Norwich University. Going and coming the 
Sergeants provided their guests on the buses with appetizers, sandwiches, full 
bar, coffee, and pastry. The Sergeants, assisted by their lady guests, showered 
the “bus people” with welcoming. 

What a weekend it was: a tour of Ben and Jerry’s, a visit to the Trapp 
Family Lodge, a cheering contingent at the Middlebury/Norwich football 
game, a gala party in the Milano Ballroom (named for the Captain Com- 
manding). Then came the culminating unforeseen event: a snowstorm with 
one bus marooned in the snow on amountain top. And, of course, our valiant 
Sergeants came to the rescue, saving 44 passengers from Bus Two. Then itwas 
home to the job and the humdrum and ho-hum of day to day living. 

The holidays brought the Sergeants to their jolliest moments as Santa 
Claus, joining the U.S. Marines Toys for Tots at the Armory. It was an evening 
of giving and celebrating. There were, of course, truckloads of gifts, a 
fantastic meal provided by the Mignosa Elves, Charlie’s Angels doing their 
thing, and Charlie Hoar serving as St. Nick. In still other Sergeants’ FIRSTS: 
each Ancient received a gift from Santa, and the Sergeants offered music 
from Java Jive, top rate entertainment. The Sergeants played Righteous 
Brothers with the tune, “You’ve Lost That Loving Feeling.” And word has it 
that they were the last patrons to depart the Union Oyster House. 

Once again the Sergeants dressed their snappiest to serve as Honor 
Guards for Vice President Dan Quayle. In a special ceremony at the Armory, 
the VP swore in Ancient Peter Senopoulos as Commissioner on the American 
Battle Monuments Commission. And the VP invited the Sergeants to his 
office on 7 March. 

In a spirit of hearts and flowers, the Sergeants hosted the Valentine’s 
Dance on 14 February at Lombardo’s Restaurant in Randolph. There were 
flowers and picture-taking and perfume and open bar, with entertainment by 
Java Jive.

Once again the Sergeants provided 
hospitality on the buses which took the travelers to and from Washington. 

For centuries the Ancients have participated in annual elections for the 
various offices of the Company. This year the innovative Sergeants intro- 
duced the most impressive FIRST of their year, Candidates’ Night. Amid 
placards and balloons, campaign ribbons and speeches, candidates had their 
chance to make their pitch and circulate among their comrades. Paul and 
George Mignosa provided a fabulous buffet and Charlie’s Angels and a 
Dixieland band brightened the occasion. Thanks went to J.J. Lyons, SGT 
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Carr, and General Cremens for serving as candidates’ moderators. Each 
Ancient received a gift—and the Company departed a little wiser about the 
office-seekers! 

On 8 April the Sergeants once again served as Honor Guards, this time 
for the visit of Princess Chulabhorn of Thailand, who came to Cambridge to 
dedicate a square in honor of her father, King Bhumibol. 

After a year of playng their traditional role as hosts, the Sergeants came 
to 2 May and their farewell party at the Park Plaza Hotel. There was a smoker 
featuring boxing, a sit-down roast beef dinner, a special gift, and much 
reminiscing and good humor. They recorded the spirit of their farewell in 
a poem which immortalized the names of the twelve. To quote a few verses:

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC INFORMATION OFFICER 


The art of public relations is a 20th century invention, the discipline 
first articulated by Bostonian Edward Bernays. True to the spirit of modern 
public relations, the year 1989-1990 mandated that the Ancients’ Public 
Information Officer go through all the acrobatics of PR-interviewing, writ- 
ing, phoning, FAXING, printing-at a tempo fast and furious. As this annual 
report testifies, one even followed another, distinguished visitor followed 
distinguished visitor, trip followed trip, in a breathless succession of happen- 
ings ina MEMORABLE YEAR. 

The Public Information Officer embarked on his year‘s assignments 
well aware of the other important publications of the Company: the Annual 
Record: the Sergeants Yearbook, the handsome FFDTD brochures and 
programs for various cermonies, and of course, The Drumhead, with its up-to- 
date news and announcements. The PIO wanted to “to do his own, original 
things” in public and company media relations. The function of the PIO was 
soon spelled out as follows: “to assemble and disseminate information about 
the Company to the general public, to promote and educate the company on 
the meaning of events,” and to keep interest at fever pitch for the one year trip 
to the following June Day. 

An informal Public Relations Committee was created with James 
Calogero as Secretary. He was very willing to impart advice based on years of 
experience in media realtions. Goals were established that were thought 
impossible, but time proved otherwise. 

We accepted our charge with enthusiasm and moved speedily for- 
ward. We directed our efforts in two major directions: informing the 
company and informing the world at large. For the news media from Boston 
to Japan and Thailand, we developed media lists of phones and FAX 
numbers. For each newsworthy day in the A&HAC calendar, we virtually 
flooded the news reporters with lively, handsome releases on Ancient statio- 
nery. Our success at getting the word out varied according, as always, to the 
impact of our message. Tiananmen Square and our Goddess of Democracy 
commanded more attention than, say, our drumhead election. But we 
pushed forward with unstinting enthusiasm. 

Multiple press releases of the imminent unveiling of a replica of 
Tiananmen Square’s Goddess of Democracy drew most media to the Old 
State House, away from competing Independence Day events. On the precise 
spot where the Boston Massacre had occurred, Mayor Flynn, young Chinese 
freedom fighter Shen Tong, and our Captain Commanding ceremonially 
placed this symbol of freedom. Never before was the traditional reading of 
the Declaration of Independence heard by so many people at the Old State 
House; never before had the reading by the Captain Commanding received 
so much press coverage. Newspaper clipping services, regularly subscribed 
to by the Union Oyster House, inundated us with accounts and photos of the 
event. This coup was made possible by the creation of the floral goddess 
replica by BGEN Milano at his own expense. The total coverage by the press, 
thanks to our use of fax and news releases, highlighted the historic coinci- 
dence of two massacres and the full meaning of independence! 
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Sull another instance of PR efforts to publicize the Company's great 
name to promote its goodwill ambassadorship were the four full days spent 
in Bangkok's two English language newspapers by the Public Information 
Officer. And Boyatis’ persistent presence paid off with several headlined 
articles with many photos. 

Efforts were made to counteract the sometimes negative publicity of 
Ancients as imbibers, especially unacceptable in this era of MADD and 
designated drivers. Many photos of diners fronted by an array of glasses, or 
banquet tables with unbussed collections of bottles and glasses, an indict- 
ment of the Company, remained unpublished. They did not accurately 
portray the greatness of the A&HAC nor our membership. 

Our work of keeping members informed took on dramatic, innova- 
tive forms. With a name signifying the itinerary of our FFDTD, we developed 
anewsletter, Orient Express. As BGEN Joseph A. Milano, Captain Command- 
ing, described it: “I see this newsletter as a backgrounder to present and past 
events, footnotes-as it were-to Ancient history as it was and as it develops, 
updates on events which members may have missed.” We published a total 
of 14 illustrated editions, from two to four pages each. The masthead, 
featuring a biplane towing a banner, was designed by “Kricket” Milano, the 
Captain Commanding's daughter. Throughout the newsleter, the intent was 
to represent lively current information, relevant historical background 

to such data, and news about members. We endeavored to be both 
readable and-mindful to the longevity of the Company-archival. 

In addition to the newsletter, we wished to create some form of 
documentation important to individual Ancients as they progressed through 
the years and through the ranks. Each year members are elected or 
appointed to posts; each year a certain few achieve life membership status. 
These are significant milestones and they should be recognized and cel- 
ebrated. To this end, we developed for the first time in AKHAC history what 
we called “frameables.” We wanted something which could hang on the walls 
of members, in their homes or businesses, something which could be passed 
on from generation to generation. We looked ahead and imagined an 
elegant certificate which would encourage an Ancient’s descendant 100 or 
200 years from now to ask, “What is the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company?” And so-in the gold of our finest Ancient letterhead we created 
certificates, frameables, which signified the election or appointment of 
members of the Company or their arrival at life membership. The results are 
now gracing walls and will endure! 

In conclusion, let me thank all Committee members for their efforts 
and cooperation. Particular thanks go to Jimmy Calogero, former Army 
Intelligence Officer, Public Information Officer, and Boston Globe editor, for 
his expert advice and encouragement.

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JUNE DAY SERMON 
PREACHED BY CHAPLAIN BG ROBERT M. DURKEE 
SAINT PAUL’S CATHEDRAL 


Since the first Drumhead Election on the Boston Common, it has been 
the tradition of our Company to invoke the Blessing of Almighty God, and to 
remember in prayer our departed comrades. 

The first Artillery men of Massachusetts who had belonged to the 
Honourable Artillery Company of London merely sought to continue the 
custom thatwasa long tradition of the parent organization. So, in 1638, when 
Robert Keayne was elected Captain Commanding, he appointed his brother- 
in-law, the Rev. John Wilson, to preach to the newly chartered company and 
lead them in prayer. 

One military historian wrote that “when any regiment forgets its fallen 
comrades, it loses not only its memory, but its soul.” 

The reading of the Death Roll calls to our attention those men who have 
fought the good fight and now rest from their labors. As our Captain 
Commanding, Joseph A. Milano, so appropriately dedicated this past year as 
a memorial tribute to his father, Joseph A. Milano, Sr.; we now remember 
him, together with all those whom we have commended to the Light and 
Peace of the Lord. 

It is that word, Peace, that I ask you to focus your attention upon today. 

Peace has many connotations. 

1. It may mean a sense of concord, that is, the absence of war or 
conflict; 

2. Or, it may mean an inward state of mind, as in being at peace with 
one’s self; 

3. Or, it may mean the Peace of God —a gift of grace that this work can 
neither give nor take away. 

Before his arrest and trial, Jesus gathered his disciples together and said 
to them, “Peace is my parting gift to you; my own peace such as the world 
cannot give.” That peace was a gift in which Jesus revealed his love from the 
Father, and promised his disciples that they would continue in that same gift 
through the Holy Spirit. 

What exactly was that peace? Jesus said it was a peace to remove all 
barriers. In fact, in that crucible of Roman and Greek custom and power and 
in that tiny litle province of Israel, Jesus prayed with his disciples that “all may 
be one.” 

Last June Day at this Memorial Service, we thought together about the 
walls in our world that were built to divide people. Those walls have ranged 
in size from the towering buttresses of Massada to the great wall of China. 
They have been as different in kind as the wailing wall in Jerusalem to the 
stone walls that divided our New England farms. 

Most memorable to many of us was the visit a year and half ago to the 
Berlin Wall, under the Captainship of M. Joseph DeMatteo. To see the 
forbidding wall from the air, encircling all of West Berlin, was an indelible 
experience. Winston Churchill best described it as an “Iron Curtain” —

separating two worlds, one free and one closed. 

Now which of us could have dared to imagine the events of this past year? 
We were mesmerized as we watched the crowds of persons standing on top of 
the Berlin Wall. They sang, embraced and literally danced all night to 
celebrate the crossing over between East and West. A long prayer for peace 
had come to a divided nation and a divided world. For young and old, 
decades of prayers were answered. And in the midst of jubilation were tears 
and painful memories of those who lost their lives trying to swim, or dash, or 
tunnel their way toward freedom. 

And who among us could have dreamed of the events of these past few 
days, as the president of our nation and the president of the Soviet Union 
spent many hours together at Camp David, there to discuss world disarma- 
ment, international trade agreements, and most important, the hope for 
world peace. 

That dream and hope goes way back in my life and in many of your lives. 

Some 45 years ago, walking behind a bulldozer toward the center of 
Hiroshima, I witnessed a city that was totally flattened, with one hundred 
thousand dead. Although I was only a teenager, I was overwhelmed with a 
sense of despair. Was that to be the shape of my world? Could peace ever 
come from the ashes of destruction? Would there be any hope for my 
children with a world free of such chaos? 

After the mushroom cloud, we lived for many years under a dark cloud. 
It was called “The Cold War.” But it got pretty hot in such places as South 
Korea and Vietnam. Those who suffered and died bought us a little more 
time. People dug holes in the ground knowing that there was no place to 
hide. On both sides of the curtain, enough nuclear power was stockpiled to 
destroy hundreds of planets the size of ours. But Armageddon did not come. 
The Apocalypse was not for now. 

Because of my own personal experiences in combat, I have always 
considered peace to be the most important gift from God. I treasure those 
words that Jesus said, “My Peace I give to you.” I personally believe that 
abiding peace is the greatest intercession we can offer in prayer. But] realize 
that it is not a peace that is of man’s doing, but the Peace of God. 

When this century began, there was much idealism expressed concern- 
ing the nature of man. There was even discussion given to man building the 
Kingdom on earth. Philosophers such as Nietzsche spoke of a “Superman.” 
No, not the Clark Kent variety, but a super man who could will to be perfect 
in all things. 

Now, we enter the last decade in this century and we realize that all that 
talk was aself deception. Left to his own resources, man is more likely to build 
society on the model of “Lord of the Flies” than “Camelot.” No, we are not 
all little gods, and we do not by our own will power order world peace. To the 
contrary, by ourselves we know that we are capable of great evils, and are 
prone to conflict. 

So whatis that Peace that Jesus promises to his disciples? He called it the 
Peace of God. It was nota state of mind. And it was not achieved by practicing 
the Golden Rule. Rather, itwas Gift. The Bible calls it Grace. And to accept 
it, we must lose ourselves, that means, literally to die to oneself. Yes, that is 
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a paradox. Itisamystery. But then, most profound truthsin life are a mystery. 
We must die to greed, egotism, lust for power and those qualities that cry out 
“My Way.” Then, we are free to accept God’s gift of Peace. That is why Jesus 
said, “My Peace is not of this world.” 

Thanks be to God, walls are tumbling down today. Other walls, such as 
in Africa, Northern Ireland and on the West Bank of Jerusalem, still have to 
be dismantled, even if by gradually chipping away at them piece by piece. The 
places where that begins is in the hearts and minds of men, women, and 
children. As Jesus said, “That we all may be one.” 

Peace, then, is notjust the waving of a white flag or the signing ofa truce. 
Rather, it is something that must be experienced, digested, internalized, 
made part of one’s being. It is the cutting out of prejudice and hatred, and 
then, the absorbing of God’s forgiveness. It is what St. Francis called being 
an instrument of Peace. Where there is hatred, let us sow love; where there 
is injury, pardon, where there is discord, union.” 

Iread recently of a mystic who encountered a Christian Knight who was 
in search of the holy grail. The Knight spoke of his many sacrifices and years 
of searching. Then the mystic asked, “And what will you do with this chalice 
when you find it?” 

That’s a good question. What will we do with the end of the Cold War? 
What does it mean to have a lasting Peace. And what kind of peace do we seek 
within ourselves? After teaching his disciples, “My Peace is not of this world,” 
Jesus added, “Love one another as I have loved you.” And then instructed 
them, “Seek first the Kingdom of God, and all things will be added unto you.”

These 
ties, with cooperation and friendship, mean much to us and will, I hope, 
continue to flourish. At this point, I would like to say that Philip MacLean has 
asked me to congratulate Brigadier General Joe Milano on concluding a 
successful and hard-working year as Officer Commanding, and to offer his 
best wishes to Arthur Nashawaty in his new appoinunent as Commanding 
Officer for 1990. May I join with him in wishing them both the very best for 
1990. And finally, at the risk of being tipped overboard, mayI remind you that 
today is George III’s birthday. Thank you. (Applause and cheers.) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


Thank you, Mr. White. Gentlemen, dinner is being served. Gentle- 
men, kindly give your attention to the Adjutant for the 3rd Regular Toast. 


ADJUTANT MOORE: 


Ladies and Gentlemen, would you please rise. The Third Regular 
Toast of the evening. Daniel Webster, addressing the State Legislature in the 
19th Century, stated, “Ifwe work upon marble, it will perish. If we work upon 
brass, time will efface it. If we rear temples, they will crumble into dust. But, 
if we work upon immortal souls, if we imbue them with principles, with the 
just fear of God and love of our fellow man, we engrave on those tablets 
something which will brighten all eternity.”. The Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. (Cries of “Hear!” “Hear!”) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


Responding to the Toast to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts is Acting 
Commissioner of Veterans Services for the Commonwealth, Captain Thomas 
Hudner, Congressional Medal of Honor recipient. Gentlemen, kindly be 
seated and, please, give your attention to the speaker. 
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CAPTAIN THOMAS HUDNER: 


Thank you, Joe. [would like to respond by reading a proclamation form the 
Governor. “The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, by His Excellency, Michael 
S. Dukakis, Governor. 
“A proclamation — 1990 
“WHEREAS, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts has served the Commonwealth since 1638, first as 
citizen soldiers, and now as honor guards and ambassadors of 
goodwill; and 
“WHEREAS: Their Armory and Museum at Faneuil Hall on the 
Freedom Trail remind tourist and citizens of the proud role of 
Massachusetts in the pursuit of freedom and independence; and 
“WHEREAS: That distinguished Company brings together leaders 
in business, industry, and the professions, who demonstrate an 
unending readiness to serve their communities and their State; and 
“WHEREAS: Under Brigadier General Joseph A. Milano,Captain 
Commanding, the Company, this year, has continued its proud 
record as patriots here, in the nation’s capital, and abroad; and 
“WHEREAS: On 4 June 1990, the Company adds another 
memorable year to its record of patriotism with its 352nd Drumhead 
Election on Boston Common; 
“THEREFORE: I, Michael S. Dukakis, Governor of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, do hereby call upon the citizens of 
the Commonwealth to join me in proclaiming 4June 1990 as Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company Day in Massachusetts.” 
(Cries of “Hear!” “Hear!”) 


CAPTAIN HUDNER: 


And I would like to raise a toast to the Company. (Applause and 
Cheers.) And to Joe Milano, the outgoing Captain Commanding, and to the 
Ancients and Honorables, a toast. Hear! Hear! 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


Thankyou, Tom. Itisindeedan honor, on behalf of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, to have 4 June, Monday, declared as Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company Day in Massachusetts. We thank the 
Governor, and we certainly thank his representative, our member himself, 
Captain Thomas Hudner. And at this time, I would like to call upon the 
Adjutant for the Fourth Regular Toast. 


ADJUTANT MOORE: 
Ladies and Gentlemen, please rise for the Fourth Regular Toast of 


the evening. Architecture that blends the old and the new, an aura of 
elegance and European charm, a colorful jigsaw puzzle, neighborhoods with 
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distinct personalities, a compact city, yet a City upon the Hill. (Cries of 
“Hear!” “Hear!”) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


Responding to the toast to the City of Boston, is the Boston City 
Council President, serving our City in an unprecedented sixth term as 
Council President, the Honorable Christopher Iannella. (Applause.) 


HONORABLE CHRISTOPHER A. IANNELLA: 


Mr. Commander, I want all of you gentlemen to know, after all you 
invited me here, and Ray Flynn has given me a pocketful of ten-dollar gold 
pieces, ifyou will remain quiet, and I will give everyone ofyouaten-dollar gold 
piece. But before acknowledge the toast to the City of Boston, being the only 
politician here at the head table, I hope you don’t mind my taking a little 
privilege to acknowledge the presence of a couple of politicians here in the 
audience here today, or tonight. Iam told that there are several Republicans, 
but I only acknowledge one. There is Stephen Pierce here. But I also want 
to acknowledge the presence of a very dear friend of mine, the former 
President of Boston University, John Silber, who had a wonderful victory last 
Saturday. (Applause and cheers.) You know, I wonder if you gentlemen 
realize that you, in a sense, represent the City of Boston. You know, Boston, 
today, is one of the great cities of the world. I am told that the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery, while you fellows travel all over the globe, you visit the 
great cities of the world, whether it be Dublin, London, Rome, Paris, Tel Aviv, 
Cairo; and people ask you, “Where do you come from?” Do you think you tell 
them you come from Dover? Do you think you tell them that you come from 
Wellesley? You think you come from the fancy towns? Why, you fellows all 
proudly pound your chests and say, “We come from Boston.” Do you know 
why? Because Boston, today, is a great international city; itis one of the great 
cities of the world, and you should be proud to represent this city because you, 
as the Artillery Company, the Ancientand Honorable Artillery Company, are 
really associated with the City of Boston and for that, I congratulate you. And 
I want to tell you this, that no endeavor in the long history of your glorious 
organization holds greater meaning to us than the efforts put forth by your 
forbears in the American Revolution. Our American Revolution marks the 
start of a world-wide movement away from Colonial domination and towards 
freedom and liberty for all the peoples of the world, a process that is now 
gaining greater momentum than ever. Since our Revolution, we have seen 
the breakup of the French Neapolitan Empire, the breakup of the Austrian 
Ottoman Empires, of the Japanese, German, and British Empires, following 
World War II, and now, the last Colonial Empire, the Russian Empire. The 
results of all of these dissolutions has been the freedom and liberty of the 
culturally diverse peoples of the world. So, my friends, be proud of the role 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company played in the watershed of 
modern history, the American Revolution that your ancestors played. ButI 
want to say this to you. Now that the Cold War is over and the spirit of 
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democracy is sweeping across the world without the firing of a single shot, 
perhaps you can turn you attention to peaceful pursuits such as helping to 
eradicate drugs, helping to stop the violence on our streets, and helping to 
stop the killing of the unborn. [salute you; the City of Boston salutes you; and 
God bless all of you. Thankyou. (Applause and cheers.) You know, Iam only 
here like a utility, you know, the fellow that plays second base when somebody 
has got hurt, or something. Well anyway, I am told tonight that I have here 
a Resolution to be presented to a very wonderful person. I want to say that 
Joe Milano, if I were to describe Joe Milano with two words, I would say that 
he has a noble heart. Or even more importantly, I would say that he is clean 
of heart, and I am proud to call him my friend. And so, this Certificate of 
Recognition is presented to the outgoing Brigadier General Joseph A. 
Milano, Captain commanding, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Massachusetts, in recognition and appreciation of you outstanding 
contributions to the City of Boston and its residents on this 352nd Anniver- 
sary Day. Signed June 4th, Raymond L. Flynn, Mayor of Boston. Joe, here it 
is. (Applausc.) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


Gentlemen, let me have your attention. On behalf of the Company, 
I would like to make a presentation to City Council President Christopher 
Iannella. It is a specially engraved plaque, suitable, with the message of the 
evening, with the engraving of Fancuil Hall. Chris, you have been, indeed, 
a friend of every member of this Company. You have allowed the City Council 
chambers as an alternative home in case of need on our move. You have 
always been present when called for, and we thank you, for you are a dear, 
dear friend, and we love you greatly. (Applause.) 


COUNCILOR IANNELLA: 


Let me just say that, when your Commander asked me if you could 
use the City Hall, the Council chambers, and all of the facilities, I said, “Why 
not, because we consider you a credit.”. And I would like to make one 
recommendation. Instead of having a parade on the first Monday in June, 
you ought to have another parade of the first Monday in October. Thank you 
very much. (Applause.) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


Gentlemen, while the main course is being served, I would like your 
attention to recognize certain people amongst us in the audience. I would 
like your attention, please. A late arrival, Head Table guest, Deputy Assistant 
to the President for Presidential Personnel, the Honorable Ronald Kaufman. 
(Applause.) Assistant Adjutant General of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, Brigadier General John Carlson. (Applause.) Deputy Commander of 
the 26th Infantry Division, Brigadier General Charles Perenick. (Applause.) 
Director of Administration, National Guard Bureau of the United State, 
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Colonel Robert O’Connell. (Applause.) First Vice Commander, Centennial 
Legion of Historic Military Commands, Colonel Peter Sposito. (Applause.) 
President of the Retired Air Force Officers Association, Brigadier General 
John White. (Applause.) Member of the Pontifical Swiss Guard of the 
Vatican City, Rome, Polycarp Fuhrer. (Applause.) Gentlemen, in view of 
what City Council President Iannella had mentioned concerning certain 
members within the audience who are candidates, I would like to repeat, in 
some cases, but certainly recognize, in view that 1990 is an election year in the 
Commonwealth, I feel that itis appropriate to recognize candidates for State- 
wide office, as well as those serving us. Candidate for Governor, or I should 
say Commander-in-Chief, State Representative from the Fourth Hampden 
District, and Minority Leader, the Honorable Stephen Pierce. Please stand. 
(Applause.) Your welcome to yet another warm round of applause. Again, 
candidate for Commander-in-Chief, and President of Boston University, now 
on sabbatical, Dr. John Silber. (Applause.) Candidate for United States 
Senate, Dan Daly. (Applause.) Candidate for State Treasurer and former 
Executive Director of the Massachusetts Republican party, Joe Malone. 
(Applause.) State Representative of the First Plymouth District, Assistant 
Minority Whip, the Honorable Peter Forman. (Applause.) Gentlemen, 
continue to eat; your main course is now being served. Thank you. The 
Chairman of the Massachusetts Republican Party, the Honorable Raymond 
Shamie. (Applause.) Also present this evening, candidate for Attorney 
General, Guy Carbone. (Applause.) On a closing comment, gentlemen, if 
Ihave failed to callyour attention toa distinguished guest, itis only that] look 
upon all of you as distinguished guests. Thank you. 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


Gentlemen, we are going to continue the program and run it right 
through. Please be seated. (a pause.) Gentlemen, please rise and give your 
attention to the Adjutant for the Fifth Regular Toast. 


ADJUTANT MOORE: 


Ladies and gentlemen, would you please raise your glass for the Fifth 
Regular Toast of the evening. Here’s to the red of it, their precious blood 
shed for it, bathing it red; here’s to the white of it; they have been thrilled by 
the sight of it; through day and night they have prayed for it, keeping it so 
white. Here’s to the blue of it; they have been constant and true to it, 
brightening it so blue. Here’s to the whole of it, stars, stripes, and pole of it; 
they have given body and soul for it, the red, white, and blue. The men and 
women who serve in the Armed Forces of the United State of America. (Cries 
of “Hear!” “Hear!”) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


Responding to the toast to the Armed Forces of the United States is 
the Adjutant General of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Major General 
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Wayne F. Wagner. (Applause.) Gentlemen, please be seated and give your 
attention to General Wagner. 


BRIGADIER GENERAL WAYNE F. WAGNER: 


Thank you, Captain. Itis with a great deal of pleasure that I respond 
to the toast to the Armed Forces of the United States. You know, I thought, 
one of the things I might do if I got up here and couldn't really talk, was to 
call some Bingo numbers; is anybody interested in that? You know, we in the 
Armed Forces of the United States, in the Militia, in the National Guard, 
celebrating our 354th year, this year, and the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company, part of the Militia, celebrating their 352nd year, and the 
regular Armed Forces of the United States, celebrating their 50th year, their 
45th year of the peace, “Pax-United States,” if you will, since we sent our 
occupation forces into Europe. Probably, we, at this point in time, in the 
Armed Forces of the United States are enjoying the greatest year and the 
greatest sense of pride in our accomplishments that we have over the past 50 
years. You know, with all the peace that is breaking outall over the world, we 
cannot help but think that peace would not be there, were it not for the men 
and women of the Armed Forces who served the far flung reaches of this vast 
continent of ours and in the world-at-large. Without them, we would not be 
here tonight enjoying this great dinner and the great traditions of June Day. 
So, gentlemen, I cannot express enough my pleasure and being able to 
respond to the toast to the Armed Forces of the United States, and I wish the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery company great success in the upcoming 
year. Thank you. (Applause.) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


General Wagner, you have been a very active participant during the 
year of my Captaincy. I would like to make a presentation to you, an official 
certificate of membership as a member of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts. (Applause.) Gentlemen, please rise. 
Give your attention to the Adjutant for the Sixth Regular Toast. 


ADJUTANT MOORE: 


Ladies and gentlemen, the Sixth Regular Toast. Over the centuries, 
visitors have described it as baffling and refreshing, futuristic, anachronistic, 
charming and blighted, invigorating and uninvigorating, provincial and 
cosmopolitan, garish and serene, convenient and snarled; yes, they have all 
been right, yes, truly a city of contrast, but yet a beautiful city. The city of 
Tokyo. (Cries of “Hear!” “Hear!”) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


I would ask all of you of the audience to please bear with us. Our 
speeches will be brief. At this time, I would like to call upon, responding to 
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the toast to the city of Tokyo, the Consul General of Japan, the Honorable 
Kansacko Hogan. (Applause.) 


CONSUL GENERAL HOGAN: 


Thank you very much, Brigadier General Milano. Gentlemen: 
Thank you for inviting me to this evening’s occasion. I remember Joe Milano 
and I had lunch before your visit to Tokyo last October, and with it, my 
association with the Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts had 
begun. It was a very successful visit, and I would like to thank you for taking 
your time to go to Japan, and I would like to congratulate you for your 
achievement. The United State is a great country. It is a great people’s 
country, and country of great spirit, as is being demonstrated this evening. 
The biggest mistake, perhaps, that the Japanese have made was to go into war 
against this country. We have learned lesson, and I can assure you that kind 
of mistake will never happen again. (Applause.) America is the number one 
country in the world, and the recent events in Eastern Europe and the Soviet 
Union aptly demonstrate why this country is the number one country in the 
world. (Applause.) Japan seems to be doing pretty good now, but we can 
never be number one, we are a country which is the size smaller than the State 
of Montana. We like America to be number one, and let me say that Japan 
will always be the most faithful ally of the United States. (Applause.) Itis not 
because Japan and the United States like each other; it is because we believe 
in common values, democracy, freedom of economy, and above all, human- 
ity. I like to thank you again, Joe Milano, for giving me this opportunity and 
Ilike, once again, that you toasted Tokyo, but I think it is a little bigger than 
that, whatwe are talking about for the world peace and, from my pointofview, 
particularly, lasting friendship between the United States and Japan. Thank 
you very much. (Applause.) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


Counsel General Hogan,— I will call you Ken,—we met back two 
years ago, in preparing for our fall tour of duty, a stop in Tokyo, Japan. You 
have been more than kind and most magnanimous this evening on your 
choice of words in relation to our two great nations. On behalf of the 
Ancients, I would like to give you something that is very significant, as a 
memento, certainly, of our country, certainly, of the State of Massachusetts, 
and suitably inscribed with Faneuil Hall, a Paul Revere bowl. (Applause.) 


Gentlemen, please rise and give your attention to the Adjutant for the 
Seventh Regular Toast. 


ADJUTANT MOORE: 


Ladies and Gentlemen, the Seventh Regular Toast. On our Fall Field 
Day Tour of Duty, this year, we visited the nation of Thailand. It was brought 
to our attention at the time, their flag. Toa person of this nation, three pillars 
support his country, the three colors in the flag - red; the land and its people, 
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white; the purity of religion, and blue; the monarchy, bringing together the 
other two colors. A nation, truly symbolized in the color of its flag. The 
Kingdom of Thailand. (Cries of “Hear! “Hear!”) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


Responding to the toast is the Ambassador of Thailand to the United 
States, up form the Thai Embassy in Washington, D.C., Ambassador Vitthya. 
(Applausce.) 


AMBASSADOR H.E. VITTHYA VEJJAJIVA: 


Good evening, gentlemen. I have learned not to mention the 
ordinary words of “Ladies and gentlemen,” because there are not ladies to be 
found here. But, let me say, first of all how pleased I am to be with you this 
evening. I cannot hope to match the eloquence of the toastmaster, who, very 
kindly, proposed a toast to my country, in the most courteous and the most, 
I think, charming way possible. Neither could I hope to match the eloquence 
of the speakers before me. All I would like to say is this: For me, this is a great 
honor, indeed, to be with you this evening in this great gathering in this great 
metropolitan area of Boston. I come form Thailand, but I also come from 
Washington, and perhaps you might want to know, what has Washington 
been since the great invasion from Moscow. I can tell you thatall is going well 
there, and I can see that what is happening here this evening, with all the 
bustling interchange of words and the comings and goings across the tables, 
I think this augurs well, indeed, for the greatness ofyour country. I have had 
the opportunity this evening to sample whatitis like to be in this great country 
of yours, the foremost democracy in the world. Just recently, I came across, 
If I could refer to him, a candidate for the Governorship of this great State. 
Well, this is it, this is the nerve cord; this is what America is, and am thankful 
to my good friend, Joe Milano here, the Captain Commanding, and the whole 
Company to include me on this great occasion, when youare celebrating your 
352nd Anniversary. But it is not only that, but, for the first time, I am seeing 
this great gathering of people here in the cradle of Democracy, Cradle of New 
England Democracy, the greatness of the American nation, and here itis; and 
I have been witnessing it for the first time this very evening, and you all, I 
think, have opened my eyes to the greatness of your society and your country, 
and I would like to congratulate you for that. (Applause.) Now, for an 
Ambassador from Washington, itis not very often that you can find your way 
to New England. For me, it is a rather personal, a special delight, because I 
used to spend some time here in this part of the world, just across the river 
from here. But, itis good to be back and to see that all is going well, and, you 
know, that Boston and this great area of New England is still thriving in every 
aspect of your national life. But let me not go on too long, because I know 
itis getting late and I am the seventh in the long list of toasts that have been 
proposed. I do accept the great toast of friendship and goodwill from your 


‘distinguished Company on behalf of my country, and I should like the 


opportunity at this juncture to shorten my presentation to you this evening 
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by, well, this is a very good way, when you are really short and you feel sort of 
inadequate in coming up with nice words; you can call on somebody back 
home, to be sending the kind words appropriate for the occasion, and this is 
it. You know, Thailand was selected as the country for your Tour last fall, and 
we were honored by that. And I think whatever happened since then has 
become history, apart of which, you know, is your Captain Commanding’s 
very active instrumentation and initiative in bringing about rather closer ties 
between Thailand and the U.S. A., and, particularly, the City of Cambridge. 
Now, on this occasion, I thin it behooves me not to say anything on my own 
behalf, even though you all know that I know Joe Milano very well, and, as a 
personal friend of his, Iam delighted to be with him and with you on this big 
day of his, the last day of his Captaincy. But I have something better than just 
my own words. He took you along to my country, I think, over 200 ofyou, went 
to Thailand in October of last year, and you have left an indelible imprint on 
our country. AndI think we will continue to talk aboutyou for years and years 
to come. If Thailand has been put on the map this past year, your Company, 
also, has been put on the map in Thailand. Now, in that light and on that 
note, I should like to, if you will permit me, to read out a message from the 
Secretary of His Majesty, the King of Thailand, who has asked me to pass on 
this message of his to you and this gathering, in order to commemorate and 
also to express out appreciation for the burgeoning and also the increasing 
closer ties of friendship between our two countries. So, with you permission, 
I would like to read out this message from the Secretary of His Majesty, King 
Bhumibol of Thailand, particularly to you Captain Commanding, Brigadier 
General Joseph A. Milano, butI think it is meant for the whole gathering. So, 
if would bear with me just for two minutes, I will read it our, because I think 
it can say, it does say, all the things that I would like to say, much better than 
I could ever hope to do. So, this is the beginning, the message: “The 
Ambassador of Thailand to the United State has kindly informed me,” - 
meaning the Secretary to the Minister of Dispatches to the King—"that 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company is celebrating its 352nd Anniver- 
Sary today. Furthermore, I understand that this will also be the occasion when 
the current Captain Commanding Brigadier General Joseph A. Milano, is 
passing on his baton of office to his successor. During the past year, Thailand 
has been pleased to be selected as the official nation for the 352nd Fall Tour. 
We were most happy and pleased to accord the Company’s party a warm 
welcome to our country. His Majesty the King graciously designated the 
Presidentof the Privy Council, His Excellency, Dr. Sanya Tamasack, to receive 
the entire party at this Grand Palace in Bangkok. The tenure of office of 
Brigadier General Milano, your distinguished Captain Commanding, has 
also seen additional closer ties formed between our two countries. Brigadier 
General Milano has initiated and been instrumental in seeing that a square 
in the City of Cambridge, where His Majesty the King was born, be named 
after him in April of thisyear. On that occasion, Her Royal Highness, Princess 
Chulabhorn, His Majesty’s youngest daughter, presided over the ceremony. 
Thus, this living monumentis yet another proof of the close ties of friendship 
and understanding between Thailand and the United States, especially the 
City of Cambridge, Massachusetts. On this occasion of the celebration of the 
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352nd Anniversary of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, I 
should like to extend to you our warmest congratulations and best wishes for 
the further success of the Company in all its undertakings, as well as for the 
happiness and well-being of all its members. Finally, I wish to express our 
sincere thanks and genuine appreciation to Brigadier General Joseph A. 
Milano for the work he has done to foster greater understanding and 
goodwill between the peoples of our two countries. May I wish him good 
health, happiness, and every success in all his future endeavors.” This is the 
end of the message from His Excellency the Secretary to His Majesty the King 
of Thailand. (Applause.) May I finally add my words on a personal note of 
gratification and gratitude to — well, I have learned to call him—Joe; I think 
all of you call him that. And I can, I think, at the risk of sounding a bit 
indiscreet, tell you that, on our part, at the embassy in Washington, we are 
proposing a token as a more lasting appreciation for the good work that Joe 
has done in the way of fostering relations between our two countries, that a 
very appropriate royal decoration bestowed on him in due time. In the 
meantime, I offer, once again, congratulations to him and to you all. And 
thank you very much for your attention. I have the honor now to pass on this 
message to him. (Applause and cheers.) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


To the Ambassador, over the period of two years, we have worked 
diligently ona lotof preparation fora fall tour of duty. I had the opportunity, 
back in 1987, to venture down to the Thai Embassy. I had the pleasure of 
meeting Ambassador Vitthya. Soon after we developed a very close relation- 
ship; it was ona first-name basis, just as we refer to him as Vitthya. He has, 
indeed, beena friend. He has been, certainly, the liaison relationship of our 
Company, itself, and, certainly, to the Kingdom of Thailand. Thailand is 
often referred to as the land or the country of smiling faces. Many of those 
who attended the tour certainly can share those moments that we enjoyed on 
our fall tour of duty this past fall. On behalf of the Company, Ambassador, 
I would like to present an appropriate Paul Revere bowl, with significant 
message on it, from all of us to you. We love you dearly. (Applause.) 


AMBASSADOR H.E. VITTHYA VEJJAJIVA: 


Well, Joe, thank you very much, indeed, for this unexpected token 
of appreciation. I am going to be charged for excess luggage, tomorrow, 
flying back to Washington. I haven't prepared for that. Maybe I should leave 
that with you and have charged to, what do you call it, now, the account of the 
Honorary Artillery Company. But, anyway, I do appreciate this, and I do 
receive this, not so much for myself as for the Kingdom of Thailand, and the 
people of Thailand, as a token of friendship between Thailand and this 
Artillery Company of yours. Thank you very much. (Applause.) 
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CAPTAIN MILANO: 


And I should add to it that it is, indeed, a personal pleasure, what the 
Ambassador mentioned, receiving a declaration from His Majesty the King, 
in behalf, Iam sure of the hard work that this Company did on our Fall Tour 
of Duty. We are deeply honored. We thank you, Ambassador. Gentlemen, 
please rise and kindly give your attention to the Adjutant for the Eighth 
Regular Toast. 


ADJUTANT MOORE: 


Gentlemen, ladies and gentlemen, the Eight Regular Toast of the 
evening. Granted a charter in 1537 by Henry VII, the oldest regiment in the 
British Army, and the senior unit of the Territorial Army, our Mother 
Company, the Honourable Artillery Company of London. (Cries of “Hear!” 
“Hear!”) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


To respond to the toastis our friend, now living in Western Connecti- 
cut, a member of the Honourable Artillery Company of London, Captain 
David Duffey. Gentlemen, please be seated and give your attention to the 
speaker. 


CAPTAIN DAVID DUFFEY: 


Brigadier General Milano, your excellency, the Thai Ambassador to 
the United States, honored guests, ladies and gentlemen; Itis both a pleasure 
and a privilege to be here tonight. It is the fifth time I have been here. A 
revered and senior member of this Regiment did say, “Instead of our usual 
babble, would you mind saying, slowly and clearly, ‘Honourable Artillery 
Company,’ at least once, so that somebody knows what you are talking 
about?” I do understand exactly what he meant. Before I go any farther, I 
would say that the Regiment is extremely fortunate in its Staff Officer for 
some years, Colonel John Moore, who has done a magnificent job, and always 
seems to do so. (Applause.) Before we go any further, not only am I 
representing the Honourable Artillery Company, I am representing General 
Sir Richard Trant, whois the General Colone] Commandantof the Honourable 
Artillery Company. I may bea Captain, but you will agree, I do have the figure 
of a General. I will read his message. “General Sir Richard Trant, Knight 
Commander of the Bath, Colonel Commandant, the Honourable Artillery 
Company, thanks Brigadier General Joseph A. Milano, the Captain Com- 
manding, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 
for his kind invitation to attend the annual memorial services at the Cathedral 
Church of St. Paul, the Drum Head election on Boston, Common, and the 
Anniversary Banquetat the Copley Plaza Hotel, on Monday, 4 June, 1990, but 
regrets very much that, due to commitments in the United Kingdom, at this 
time, he is unable to accept. On his own behalf, and on behalf of the 
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Honourable Artillery Company of London, he extends to the Ancients on 
this occasion the very warmest greetings and good wishes fora most successful 
day. I did, however, due to the miracles of modern signals equipment, talk 
to him from Boston Common today on my little hand-held cellular thing, 
slightly marred by the fact that His Excellency the Governor arrived, just as 
I got General Trant our of the bath, and proceeded to fire a 19-gun salute, to 
which the General said, “What's going on there?” I said, “I thought you said, 
‘Fire for effect, General.’” Anyway, General Trant, Dick Trant, did wish me 
to express his desire that the long association and brotherhood that our two 
regiments have had should continue. [twas almosta hundred years ago when 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company journeyed to London, at a 
time when our two countries were not actually on, what you would call, 
speaking terms, and, in fact, it was a very political gesture that the members 
of the Ancients went to London. They were received by the King and Queen, 
the Cabinet, the Prime Minister, everybody. I was recently reading a report 
of the visit. Itsaid, “When they marched through London, ladies waved their 
shawls and other garments from the windows.” Iam still wondering what the 
“other garments” were. But, obviously, the American presence was much 
appreciated, for whatever reason. Ten years later, the Honourable Artillery 
Company visited Boston, under the command of the Earl of Denby, and that 
was a notable occasion. We are now coming up to the 100th Anniversary of 
the Ancients’ first visit to London. I am in the very happy position, quite 
fortuitously, of being a friend of the grandson of the chap who actually went 
across to London on the first visit, and took all the photographs and 
published a book, and I do have a book signed by him. I am also in the happy 

osition of being a very good friend of the present Lord Denby, who is 
delighted, after my reports of the hospitality here, to join in anything you wish 
to do. So, history, hopefully, will repeat itself. I must confess, we are all old 
war horses here. I think itis quite extraordinary that we should have a dinner 
where three recipients of the Congressional Medal of Honor are present, a 
very notable thing. (Applause.) This has been a splendid year. Avery strong 
representation from the Ancients went across to Boston for the St. George’s 
dinner, this year. I must say, for a country of Democrats, the senior officers 
of this Regiment seem to spend an extraordinary amount of time hobnob- 
bing with European Royalty, actually. Butitwasa vintage year, much enjoyed 
by everybody, and long may it continue. I am deeply honored to be here 
tonight, and that you very much, General Joe. It has been absolutely 
marvelous. And I do wish Major Arthur Nashawaty, the next Captain, every 
good wish. Thank you, gentlemen. (Applause.) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


David, you made five visits. I think, at this point, you are certainly 
entitled to a Paul Revere bowl as a memento of you presence this evening. 
Thank You, David. (Renewed Applause.) Gentlemen, at this moment, I 
would like to call upon Admiral Rybacki to come forward, please. Gentle- 
men, on the occasion of the 200th Birthday of the United States Coast Guard, 
I would like to make a presentation to Rear Admiral Richard Rybacki on this 
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occasion, a world clock, appropriate, so that he will be able to keep watch 
toward their next anniversary time, and we deeply, and in many of our 
respects, honor all the Armed Forces, and certainly, most significantly, this 
year, the 200th Anniversary of the United States Coast Guard. Admiral 
Rybacki. (Applause.) 


REAR ADMIRAL RICHARD I. RYBACKI: 


It is a pleasure to be here with you to join in this great celebration, 
and I want to encourage you to join with us, during the year, as we celebrate, 
along the northeast coast, this great occasion, the 200th Birthday of the Coast 
Guard. And we trace our origin, you do, to this northeast where, on the 4th 
of August, in 1790, we became part of this country’s legacy with the revenue 
cutter service; and our first cutter was launched in Newburyport in 1791. So, 
New England is our home. We are part of the history of this country, and 
although there are just, what, three of us in this place tonight, we did make 
alot of noise and we certainly made our markin this country, and we are going 
to welcome all of you to join with us at the Support Center, as that becomes 
your temporary home when Faneuil Hall undergoes its restoration. Thank 
you very much, Joe, and good luck to you. (Applause.) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


: To those of you in the audience who are our guests, the Ancients are 
going to be going through a face-lifting, and there will be a period of time this 
fall, of a period of maybe two years, that we will have to leave Faneuil. And 
Admiral Rybacki has offered the U.S. Coast Guard quarters down on the 
waterfront area, and it certainly is a suitable place; that will be the home of 
the Ancients, at least for a short period of time. We thank you, Admiral 
Rybacki. Tonight, we are very privileged to have with us, the Director of the 
United States Marshal’s Service in Washington, Mr. Michael Moore, who was 
the guest speaker at the traditional Captain’s Night Dinner last evening. 
Michael Moore was selected by President Bush to be the first Presidential- 
appointed Director of the United States Marshal Service in November of 
1989. I would like for Michael Moore to come forward, please. Michael, on 
behalf of the Company, you enlightened us and enriched us last evening, and 
I wish that everybody could have been present to share it. But, publicly, I 
would like to make that known, and to present to you a silver tray, again 
engraved with Faneuil Hall and a suitable message that tells about your 
coming to Boston. We thank you so much. (Applause.) 


HONORABLE K. MICHAEL MOORE: 


We had — myself and Jim Roache, recently appointed by President 
Bush as Deputy Director of the Marshal Service recently served for the past 
seven years as you United States Marshal for the District of Massachusetts — 
after President Bush so wisely appointed him to the Deputy Director position 
in Washington. We had the opportunity and the honor to join with the 
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Captain Commanding last night. We had dinner and spoke to the group 
about the special relationship between the Military and this country’s oldest 
civilian law enforcement agency, the United States Marshal Service, which 
has existed since 1789. And, in recognition of that special relationship, both 
Jim and I would like to present this plaque on behalf of the Marshal Service. 
Let me just read it briefly to you. “Presented to the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts in honor of the 352nd Anniversary of the 
nation’s oldest military company from the nation’s oldest law enforcement 
agency, the United State Marshal Service, June 4th, 1990.” Thank You. 
(Applause.) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


Thank you, Michael. At this time, Iam going to skip a little on our 
agenda, due to the circumstances of General Conaway’s schedule, and we will 
bring in and introduce our honored speaker. His service began in the West 
Virginia and Kentucky Air National Guards. General Conaway is much 
decorated, a command pilot, with more that 6,000 hours in an impressive 
range of aircraft. On September 20, 1979, the Air Force Association awarded 
its Citation of Honor to the General for his determined efforts, while service 
as Director of the Air National Guard, and in February of 1990, he was 
appointed Chief of the National Guard Bureau, with the rank of Lieutenant 
General. Iam honored to bring forward Lieutenant General John Conaway. 
(Applause.) 


LIEUTENANT GENERAL JOHN B. CONAWAY: 


Thank you. Thank you, back there, I will keep it short, okay? Good 
evening to all of our National Guard and Militia friends. How many Militia 
and Guard members do we have our here? Hey! We outnumber all the rest 
of you. Listen, it isan honor, Captain Commanding, Brigadier General Joe 
Milano, and Captain Commanding-Incoming, Arthur Nashawaty, to be here 
and to bring you all greetings from Washington and greetings from the 
Pentagon. It is good to see my good friend, the Honorable Ron Kaufman, 
here. I will be at the White House in the morning for a meeting with the 
President, after a Congressional breakfast with your dear, close friend, Sonny 
Montgomery; and I will give him great regards on your behalf. The only other 
people, Wayne Wagner, the Adjutant General of this great Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, over that National Guard and Militia, and I knowa member 
of this Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company Association, does a superb 
job here, he and all of his people in the Massachusetts National Guard, and 
‘we owe them a great debt of gratitude for the job they are doing. Wayne. 
(Applause.) The Medal of Honor winners, if you stand, please, you great 
people, Captain George Street, Captain Tom Hudner, and Sergeant Charles 
MacGillvarey, if you are still in the room, please stand. (Applause, all rising.) 
God bless you. God is good, when God gives us people like Captain Street, 
Captain Hudner, and Sergeant MacGillvarey. Thisis why we are free, and this 
is why we are where we are today. And thanks to this great Ancient and 
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Honorable Artillery Company, one of the earliest founders of the National 
Guard Militia, the first voluntary unitin the history of the Militia, gotus where 
we are today and started us, and you are the backbone and you are the roots 
of where we came from. Not everybody in this room is a member of the 
National Guard or has been a member of the militia, but I will guarantee you 
one of your ancestors has been a member of the militia of this country. Ifyou 
are not, unless you have just recently come over here, because it is the oldest 
military institution that there is in the United States, in all deference to my 
Marine friends. Thatis the oldest active duty component; the National Guard 
celebrates its 354th Birthday this December, and we will do that in Washing- 
ton, D.C.,and Happy Birthday to us. (Applause.) And Happy Anniversary to 
you all here on your 352nd for all that you have done, the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company. We have lots of great heritage in the National 
Guard of the United States. We have much that takes place with the Old 
Guard in New York, the Philadelphia unit, with units in Chicago, and Detroit, 
and Texas, and Alabama, and all over the nation. But nobody does it as well, 
nobody has the heritage, nobody goes backas far or is as organized as the first 
voluntary organization of the militia of the United States as you do, right here 
in this room; and it is an honor for me to be here with you tonight. You are 
great. (Applause.) How many in this room have served in Normandy? 
Anybody that has served in Normandy? There are a few. Anybody in the 
Battle of the Bulge? There area fewright here. Yes; there they are, right here. 
Any of our American defenders of the Bataan and Corregidor in the room? 
A few. Wrong side of the country, aren't I? Butat any rate, to all of you that 
are here, I just recently, two weeks ago, spoke in Riviera Hotel in Las Vegas, 
Nevada, to 1500 surviving members and spouses of the American defenders 
of Bataan and Corregidor, the Battling Bastards of Bataan. What a great 
group they were to be with, great Americans, that we had. (Applause.) And, 
last year, just two days from now, ayear ago, I represented the National Guard 
and our 580,000 men and women on the banks of Normandy, for the 45th 
Anniversary of Normandy. And put on your calendars 6 June 1994, because 
6 June 1994 is the 50th Anniversary of D-Day at Normandy, and we are 
planning it in the National Guard Bureau, to be there, with a lot of our bands 
and a lot of our people and members of units that have served, and the 
National Guard Association, and General Webber is sucha good friend ofyou 
all up here; the National Guard Association will be there, as we plan this. So 
I know that you can schedule it that far ahead; and, Ron, I will venture to say 
the President of the United States will have it scheduled that far ahead, too 
as President Reagan was at the 40th Anniversary of D-Day, and I am sure that 
the President will be at the 50th Anniversary; but we will be there. I want to 
thank you for all you do, all you great Americans and patriots have done, 
because you are all important. A Chinese proverb goes, “May you live in 
interesting times.” Boy we are here, right now, unless you haven't had TV on 
lately. 45 years of Western perseverance, of you people and us and our 
Government, regardless of who was in power, in the Presidency, our Con- 
gress, stayed the course that, from 1945 until 1990, 45 years of Western 
perseverance has paid off and we have won the Cold War. (Applause.) And 
T have been in Washington for the last 13 years, in the Pentagon and in the 
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National Guard Bureau, and I will tell you that the team that I am fortunate 
enough to be here in interesting times and work with our great Commander- 
in-Chief, President Bush, our Secretary of Defense Cheney, and our Chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Colin Powell. This is the greatest team that 
I have been fortunate enough and had the pleasure to work for, and it is a 
delight. Even though we are going through trying budget time and new 
national strategy, itis a delight to work with people that have you at heart, and 
have the country at heart, and want to keep America strong and do what is 
right. One of the greatest stories of why we have won the Cold Waris the story 
about the Russian Commissar who comes and knocks on the door of this 
family’s home, and the little boy answers the door,and the Commissar says, 
“I would like to speak to your father.” And the little boy says, “My daddy’s not 
home.” He says, “Well when will your daddy be home?” He says, “Well,” he 
says, “my daddy is a cosmonautand he will be home in seven days, six hours, 
forty-two minutes and fifteen seconds.” He says, “Okay. Let me speak to your 
mother.” He says, “Mommy is not home.” He says, “Well, where is your 
mommy and when will she be home?” He says, “Well, mommy is gone to the 
marketand I have no idea when she will be home.” Well, our National Guard 
today is strong, thanks to people like you and Home Town, America. We are 
the home town Army and the home town Air Force. And the preamble to our 
Constitution, the Constitution which calls for an Army and a Navy and a 
Militia, everything else came about subsequently by laws of our land — that 
call for those three, basically says we will have a relatively strong-standing 
Army, augmented by a large militia. Well, today, your National Guard, your 
hometown Army and hometown Air Force, are today the second largest 
uniform-wearing component in the United States of America. Only the 
United States Army, with about 750,000, and they are building down, has 
more uniform-wearing people than the National Guard, with almost 580,000. 
In the last two years, we have passed the United States Air Force and the 
United States Navy in the uniform-wearing active duty people that they have. 
The National Guard Army and Airare larger than the entire rest of the reserve 
components combined of the five reserve components; the National Guard 
is the largest. We are the fifth largest standing Air Force in the world and the 
seventh largest standing Army in the world. We are committed to national 
security, we are committed to national defense, we are committed to state and 
local emergencies, we are your force in the hometown communities. You 
started it. Who would have thought, 354 years later, when this infantry 
company was started, that you would have, in this great Commonwealth, F- 
15’s pulling air defense from the Massachusetts National Guard as partof this; 
but that is what we have gotten to, to M-1 tanks, and Cobra helicopters and 
Apaches, and all of this that we have that the American people have entrusted 
in us. So itis incumbent in us to do what we can to keep the faith and help 
keep America strong, because, you know, Russia may be building down their 
military slightly, but I can guarantee you they are building up the Russian 
reserve; and we, too, must keep our National Guard strong, so that we can 
help with whatever gyrations take place within our active duty strength, so we 
can be the greatest ace in the hole that this country has. I want to thank you 
for the opportunity to be here with you. I feel about every one of you here 
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tonight, and I am moved by this great occasion, and I will be sure and mention 
all of you when I go back to Washington and the Pentagon tomorrow. I will 
certainly tell General Colin Powell about being with you. But I will tell you 
a little story; I feel about all of you exactly the way Adam felt about Eve, when 
Adam turned to Eve one night and said, “You know, Eve, of all the people I 
know, I like you the best.” Thank you. (Applause and cheers, all rising.) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


Gentlemen, be seated, please. We thank General Conaway. Al- 
though we are a militia that goes back 352 years, today we are as active a militia 
with the strength of our National Guard as active members of our Company. 
On behalf of the Company, General Conaway, I would like to presenta pewter 
tray, and I will emphasize a little background of this. This ay has been given, 
this year, four other opportunities. One to the President of the United States; 
one to the Vice President of the United States, the third one was given to 
Admiral Crowe, when he came to Faneuil Hall; and the fourth was given to 
General Powell down at the Pentagon, the National Control Center. So, we 
are deeply honored to present this to General Conaway. Thank you, General. 
(Applause.) 


GENERAL CONAWAY: 


Thank youvery much. I appreciate that. I will certainly treasure that. 
You know, those peoples up there, all those nice National Guard peoples 
yelling up there, you know our advertising slogan - The Army’s is “Be all that 
you can be;” The Air Force's is “Aim High,” and the National Guard’s is 
“National Guard; America at its best.” And those are Americans at their best 
thatare up there, I wantto tell you. (Applause.) I want to just present, before 
I leave to your outgoing Captain Commanding, Brigadier General Joseph 
Milano, make him a lifetime honorary member — I know he is — of the 
National Guard of the United States, and present him this cap and this 
befitting T-shirt I know he will wear as you come to his restaurant, tojoin him, 
right here; there itis. The New Guard for the future, I present that to him; 
and, also, if Captain Commanding-Incoming Arthur Nashawaty, would come 
forward, I would like to present him one and make him an honorary life 
member of our National Guard, and present this to you and give you a shirt, 
also. Thank you for having me. Thank you. (Applause.) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


Thank you, General Conaway. I will wear my baseball cap suitably, 
tomorrow, as I am no longer appearing with the gorget, and I can play alittle 
bit of hard ball. We thank General Conaway. As he expressed to us, he does 
have a meeting with the President in the morning; he will be leaving in his 
private Lear jet. At this time I am proud to bring forward a friend of the 
Company, certainly a dear friend of myself, who has a message from down in 
Washington; and that is Ron Kaufman, who is Deputy Assistant to the 
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President for Presidential Personnel, and certainly a native son of Quincy; so 
much more to give. (Applause.) 


HONORABLE RON KAUFMAN: 


Thankyou, Joe. I told the Captain I wasa little late today. Igot caught 
by some pickets outside here. You know, I have got the greatest job in the 
world. Not only do I work for the greatest President of our lifetime, or maybe, 
any lifetime, in George Bush, notonly do I have the great honor of being close 
to the Vice President, more importantly, I know Mrs. Bush real well -but my 
job is to make sure people like General Conaway getjobs, and that Mr. Moore 
getsajoband Mr. Roache getsajob. Whatgreater thing could you do for your 
county than to make sure that people like that get jobs in this government? 
(Applause.) But I would tell you, in the next campaign season, I am getting 
the General to help me to raise crowds, I think. I was very lucky, this week, 
and I was on the south lawn of the White House, like a lot of you were back 
in the Fall, when you went away to the Orient, but I sat on the White House 
lawn welcoming President Gorbachev and Mrs. Gorbachev to the White 
House, along with most of the Senior White House staff and some others. 
And, as J sat there on this beautiful, beautiful day, at this spectacular 
ceremony before us, I stopped and thought about how lucky I was to be there, 
and howlucky this county is to have George Bush and Dan Quayle where they 
are so it could happen. And I thought about a lot of things, but, quite 
honestly, I thought a day back in 1985, when I met Captain Milano, and Peter 
Senopoulos, and Peter Marks, and Eugene Piacentini, and others, and we 
talked about the future of our great country and how important the election 
was; and how that group, with a lot of others in this hall, helped George Bush 
become Presidentof the United States. AndI thought abouta big rally we had 
here in Boston near the end of the campaign, at Faneuil Hall, which really 
made a difference to the campaign. And that big rally was covered by all the 
national media, and the fact that George Bush could have a great rally in 
Boston really helped him win the election in November of ’88. AndI thought 
about the Inaugural, and I was lucky enough to help run the Inaugural; and 
I thought about this group of fine, fitting men marching in the Inaugural, 
from Boston, the Ancient and Honorables, marching in the parade. I 
thought about, in '89, your coming down to the White House, and I thought 
about your trip and the south lawn. I thought about, just recently, when you 
all were down in Washington, again; and I thought, perhaps, maybe you all 
were in the White House more than George Bush in is the White House. But 
Ireally thought how mucha partJoe Milano and howmucha part the Ancient 
and Honorable are of the George Bush Presidency, and how lucky Iam here 
tonight to be with you all to say, on behalf of the President, on behalf of the 
Vice President, of Mrs. Bush and Mrs. Quayle, and your good friend, Andy 
Card, and your good friend, Governor Sununu, thank you all for all you have 
done for George Bush. God bless you all. (Applause.) 
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CAPTAIN MILANO: 


Thank you, Ron. We thank Ron for taking time from his busy 
schedule to come and join us, certainly, at our Banquet and on our Anniver- 
sary occasion. At this time, to move the program along, I have the pleasure 
to call upon Colonel Lawrence DeStephano, the Commander of the Centen- 
nial Legion of Historic Military Commands. (Applause.) 


COLONEL LAWRENCE DESTEFANO: 


Thank you, General. Mr. Commander, most distinguished and 
honored guests all, members and friends of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts: First of all, General, thank you, for 
extending that most gracious invitation to me. It was certainly an honor to 
join you here and help you celebrate this 352nd Anniversary of your 
Command. You know, over the years we meeta lot of friends and make a lot 
of friends, but sometimes we are not always able to let them know exactly how 
we feel about them. Well, it is my pleasant duty to tell how this Centennial 
Legion of Historic Military Commands feels about the Ancient and Honor- 
able. To express that sentiment, I have gota little message in the form of a 
presentation that I would like to give to the Commander, if I may, please. 
Gentlemen, I know you will bear with me because, as we get older, our arms 
don’t get any longer and our arms get weaker; so, therefore, we need glasses. 
General, the centennial Legion of Historic Military Commands of the 
Thirteen Colonies of the United States of America: “To all those who shall 
see these presents, greetings: “This is to certify that the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, having faithfully and dili- 
gently served its Commonwealth and this nation for 352 years; “Now therefor, 
it is with deep and enduring pride that the Centennial Legion of Historic 
Military Commands presents this certificate in recognition of the unit's 
significant achievements, contributions, and services.” Signed by me as the 
Commanding Officer of the Centennial Legion, and attested to by the 
Adjutant, William J. Hayes. Mr. Commander, with our most heartfelt 


gratitude and pride in having you as one of our members. Thank you. 
(Applause.) 


CAPTAIN MILANO: 


On behalf of the Company, Iam happy to receive the chartership of 
our membership in the Centennial Legion. I think at this time that it is 
proper to thank the 300-plus members of 34 groups that attended today’ 
parade. We thank you all. If you are presentin the hall, please stand and be 
warmly received. Thank you. (Applause.) At this time, I would like to call 
upon Lieutenant Colonel Abel Lyte, the Battalion Commander of the First 
Battalion 101st, Field Artillery, Mass. Army National Guard, to come forward. 
(Applause.) 
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LIEUTENANT COLONEL ABLE LYTE: 


On behalf of the 26th Division Artillery, Commander, it gives me 
great pleasure to make this presentation to Brigadier General Joseph A. 
Milano of this chrome shell, as a token of his outstanding service to the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. Brigadier General Milano. 
(Applause.) Iwould also like to present to Second Lieutenant, Colonel John 
F. McNulty, this chrome shell, with best wishes for his tenure in the future. 
(Applause.)

SPEAKING OF 
THE WEATHER 


Ears attuned to modern weather 
forecasting will find the 
accounts of precipitation or 
sunshine down the years short on 
meteorology but accurate in terms 
of mood and ambience. Ancients 
are particularly concerned with 
the weather on June Day. Note 
these samplings from history: 


1820: "foggy and heavy with 
repeated showers." 


1826: the day was "temperate." 
1857: "inauspicious." 

1878: "the sun was obscured." 
1888: "rarest of June Days...with 


cloudless skies and cooling 
winds." 


In one year in the 18th century 
no weather is cited, a pivotal 
year in American history, 1775. 


There were more important 
backdrops for the  drumhead 
election than weather. The 


British occupied the Common on 
June Day, and the Ancients moved 
their election to Copp's Hill. 


As we contemplate past June Days, 
we can safely say that down the 
years the elements have sometimes 
Pleasured, sometimes plagued the 
Ancients. This past June Day was 
certainly auspicious, definitely 
temperate. But note the most 
unforgettable June Day of them 
all: Monday, June 1, 1638. John 
Winthrop's Journal’ reports a 
major earthquake: "It came with a 
noise like a continued thunder or 
the rattling of coaches in 
London, but was presently gone. 
It shook the ships, which rode in 
the harbor, and all the islands. 
The noise and the shaking 
continued about four minutes." 
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INNOVATIONS IN 
JULY 4+ CEREMONY 


The voices of youth were 
appropriately added to the ASHAC 
traditional observances of the 
Fourth of July. LTC Milano's 
daughter Kimberly read the Salute 
to the Flag in the clear, sure 
tones of youth.

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CUTLAWS AND SUCH 


There's been much in the news of late 
on the possibility of using the 
military at home and in Colombia to 
track down the drug lords. A look at 
the history of our brothers in the 
Honourable Artillery Company of 
London reveals that they have had a 
similar function. 


“A daily paper of 1783 records a raid 
by a detachment of the Artillery 
Company on houses in Gravel Lane in 
search for escaped convicts. After 
scouring the filthy habitations for 
upwards of two hours, no other effect 
followed than turning a few bunters 
out of bed.' It seemed clear that 
the ‘neighborhood had smoked the 
business, and prepared for it.' 


About the same time a daily paper 
records that ‘fourteen men were 

up at a public-house, in Kingsland- 
road, by the Gentlemen of the 
Artillery Company. ! 


That this work was not without its 
risks is evidenced by the fact that a 
member of the Company, Mr. Denhan, 
was mortally wounded while on patrol 
duty to protect inhabitants and 
wayfarers from the depredations of a 
very daring band of footpads who 
infested the fields near Kingsland. 


On another occasion the Company was 
called upon by the Sheriffs to assist 
in the recapture of escaped convicts 
who had taken refuge in Gravel Lane, 
Houndsditch. In fact, the calls upon 
members at this period became so 
frequent that it was found necessary 
to lay down definite instructions as 
to the occasions on which the Company 
might properly assist the civil 
power. It was decided that great 
fires were suitable occasions, ‘as 
also congregations of robbers and 
other lawless desperate _—men, 
rendering their apprehension 
dangerous to the ,unarmed civil 
power.'" (From The _Honourable 


Artillery Company, 1537-1947 by G.

The armory headquarters of the 
Company was the gathering place for 
military, political, and diplomatic 
leaders on Monday evening, August 
14, as the Company welconed Admiral 
William J. Crowe, Jr. Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. Crowe is 
the acknowledged top military man in 
the world, serving as advisor to the 
President of the United States, the 
Secretary of Defense, and the 
National Security Council. 


In response to an invitation from 
Captain Commanding Milano, Crowe 
came to Boston for a reception at 
headquarters. During the reception, 
the Captain Commanding paid tribute 
to the Admiral, citing a recent 
profile in Newsweek. In a light 
vein, the Captain noted how in 
Thailand and later in Boston Crowe 
had “upstaged him," drawing newsmen 
and--in Thailand--Embassy personnel 
who might otherwise have noted the 
presence of Ancients on their pre- 
trip. 


During the evening it was announced 
that Crowe will be an Honorary 
Member of the Company, duly elected 
by a unanimous vote of the Standing 
Committee on 9 August 1989. In 
compliance with Section 102 of the 
Rules and Regulations, Admiral 
Crowe's name will be presented to 
the Company at the first Fall 
Meeting.

On 
that day Street, then a Lt. 
Commander, was commanding officer of 
the U.S.S. Tirante. The mission of 
his sub represented the first war 
patrol of the Tirante against eneay 
surface ships in the harbor. 


Street's citation for the Medal of 
Honor describes his "conspicuous 
gallantry and intrepidity at the risk 
of life and beyond the call of duty," 
surely an understatement.

Clearing 
the gutted harbor at emergency full 
speed ahead, he slipped undetected 
along the shoreline, diving deep as a 
pursuing patrol dropped a pattern of 
depth charges at the point of

Ambassador Armacost will host Orient 
Express Travelers at a reception in 
the Awerican Embassy in Tokyo on 
September 29. The Ambassador's 
reception marks the first stop in the 
Ancients' annual FFDID. 


Captain Commanding of the Ancients, 
Lt. Col. Joseph A. Milano, in 
describing the major event at the 
Embassy, said, "Touching bases with 
their" Ambassador and Embassy 
personnel is a significant part of 
the trip.

The reigning King of Thailand was 
born on December 5, 1927 at the 
Cambridge Hospital, now known as the 
Mount Auburn Hospital; and 


The official certified copy of the 
King's birth record was recently 
presented to him by Lieutenant 
Colonel Joseph Milano of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company 
during an audience with His 
Excellency; and 


No permanent memorial commemorating 
the birth of this member of royalty 
and of the ruling party of Thailand 
exists; now therefore be it 


RESOLVED: 


That this City Council go on record 
designating the corner of Eliot and 
Bennett Streets as "H. M. King 
Bhumibol Aduldyadej Square" in 
recognition of this important birth 
which occurred in our city on 
December 5, 1927." 


City Clerk Connarton has written LTC 
Milano that plans are in progress for 
the erection of an appropriate sign.

BRIDGE OVER KWAI 


In what promises to be a moving trip 
back in time, members of the Ancient 
& Honorable Artillery Company will 
cross one of the most famous bridges 
in the world--Thailand's Bridge over 
the River Kwai--on Tuesday, 3 
October, at 9:00 a.m. 


As part of their annual Fall Field 
Day Tour of Duty, the Ancients will 
gather at Kanchanaburi War Cenetery 
for a wreath-laying ceremony. At 
this time the Ancients, modern 
successors to America's first 
citizen/soldiers (founded in the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony in 1638), 
will honor World War II warriors from 
Australia, India, Burma, Canada, New 
Zealand, Malaysia, and Britain. 


As Captain Comaanding of the 
Ancients, Lt. Col. Joseph A. Milano 
describes the ceremony which will 
take place near the famous bridge: 
“We shall remember the fortitude and 
sacrifice of the sailors, soldiers, 
and airmen who perished while 
building the railway from Thailand to 
Burma, as well as constructing the 
River Kwai Bridge." 


Following the ceremony, as the bugler 
sounds taps and the colors are 
retired, the Company will march to 
the train station for the trip across 
the legendary bridge. "It will be 
unforgettable," says Milano.

FFDIDs PAST 


The FFDID of '89 is generating great 
memories, many a funny anecdote, and 
a few lingering colds. Comparisons 
are always made between past and 
present tours--this one was surely 
the most exotic, most colorful, and 
one of the hottest tours in menory. 
To quote advertising slogans, "We've 
come a long way" since the earliest 
Ancient Fall tours. By 1818 the 
Company had traveled as far as the 
town of Charlestown; by 1834 they 
went to Newton; 1836 to Worcester. 
In 1853 the trip was as far afield as 
Bellow Falls, Vermont, followed by 
another out of state excursion in 
1867 to Providence, 1883 to New York 
City, and 1886 to the White 
Mountains. 


The 350th Anniversary booklet records 
that the first trip outside the 
United States was to Montreal, Canada 
in 1887; the first tour off the 
continent was to Bermuda in 1911, the 
first trip outside North America took 
the Company to England in 1954. The 
Ancients extended their continental 
touring with Asia in 1964, South 
America (Brazil) in 1965, Australia 
in 1969, and Africa in 1972. 


As the 350th Anniversary booklet puts 
it, "The Ancients have now carried 
their colors on a Fall Field Day Tour 
of Duty on every continent but 
Antarctica!" Why not Tierra del 
Fuego, then on to the South Pole? 


FANEUIL HALL 
RESTORED 


As the Ancients prepare for the 
refurbishing of headquarters and 
Faneuil Hall, they will do well to 
note the history of an earlier 
restoration: 


"In 1761, a committee reported to the 
town that it was necessary that 
Faneuil Hall should be repaired, and 
suggested that the roof be slated, 
the window-frames of stone, and the 
ornaments, with as little wood-work 
as possible, the expense to be paid 
by a lottery. Proposals were 
received from masons, carpenters, and 
others, and the repairing was begun 
before the sumer ended. The hall 
was reopened, with an address by 
James Otis, Jr., March 14, 1763." 


In 1766, the contractors complained 
that they had not been paid.

His first doctoring of four-legged's 
was with Dr. Michael Griffin of 
Holyoke. Ed worked with the Skinner 
Satin Mill, caring for their famous 
Morgans and thoroughbreds.

The Ancients know Ed as the expert 
horseman who has been Paul Revere in 
the Patriots’ Day observance, riding 
the historic route since 1965. He 
has also played the role of Willian 
Dawes several times, riding from 
Roxbury to Concord. "Zullo reminds 
his fellow Ancients that Dawes served 
as Secretary of the ASHAC. ‘The 
handsome mounts that Zullo rides-- 
always Morgans--cone from the 
National Lancers’ stable. Zullo 
recalls that his first Paul Revere 
ride was astride Zorro. 


Doc's most unforgettable experience 
as a vet took place when Rudolph King 
was Registrar of Motor Vehicles.

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AERONAUTICS & THE 
ANCIENTS 


Something aeronautical has happened 
recently in the ASHAC which has 
antecedence as far back as 1721. 
First, to deal with the present news 
about airborne Ancients. Established 
this spring is an unofficial Ancient 
club, the 1638th AERO Squadron. The 
club's purpose: to bring together 
current and retired pilots, civilian 
and military, to share experiences 
and to foster the love of aviation 
within the special comradeship of the 
Ancients. The Squadron meets once 
each quarter and is planning field 
trips to areas of interest to 
aviators. Officers are: Lt Jim 
McAllister, Squadron Commander; LT 
Charles T. Huggins, Jr., Executive 
Officer; SGT Charles J. Martin, 
Administrative Officer; LT Arthur F. 
("Skip") DiNatale, Finance Officer; 
and LTC Edward E. Myllmaki, 
Recruiting Officer. 


The Ancients' unofficial 1638th Aero 
Squadron has many a predecessor who 
looked to the sky--as far back as 
1721. It is recorded in the history 
of London's Honourable Artillery 
Company that permission was requested 
to use their Artillery Ground for an 
experiment in aeronautics. Three 
"boloons" were used in the exercise, 
"but," says the history, "the nature 
of these appliances is a matter for 
considerable doubt, as even fire 
balloons were not invented until 
1782." By 1763 another request was 
made for use of the Artillery Ground 
for a "machine to sail against the 
wind," a contraption invented by a 
Mr. Higgins; but permission was 
denied for ‘some reason, and the 
flight never took place. 


By 1782, the year in which 
Montgolfier made an ascent in a 
heated air balloon and the first 
ascent in a gas-filled balloon 
followed, the Artillery Ground again 
was involved. Their space was used 
for an exhibition of an "Aerostatic 
Globe." The press announced that 
"Mr. Biaggini will let off his Grand 
Air Balloon." It was described as 
made of fine silk, gilded, globular, 
about 8 feet in diameter--but carried 
no aeronaut. 


In 1784 a Mr. Lunardi took off from 
the Ground (with the Prince of Wales 
as a witness) in a balloon 32} feet 
in diameter, becoming the "first 
aerial traveler in the English 
atmosphere." (cont. on p. 2)

There were a few mishaps in the 
trip--the steering rudder broke off 
and fell to earth, and Lunardi's 
passenger was too heavy to make the 
ascent. The Honourable Artillery 
Company was so pleased with Lunardi's 
success that they made him a member 
of the Company! Two by-products of 
the event were described: an old lady 
died of shock when she saw the oar 
drop from the balloon, and a prisoner 
in the Old Bailey had his life saved 
when jurymen rushed to acquit the 
accused so that they could watch the 
balloon. 


Down the years experiments in 
airborne vehicles continued---from 
balloons to lighter than air vehicles 
and airplanes, propeller and jet 
propelled. And, of course, the 
experiments and the flights were part 
of the U.S.--and ASHAC's--scene as 
well. Many an Ancient flew in 
military, commercial, and private 


planes earning decorations and 
commendations. ‘As Quartermaster LT 
James J. McAllister has phrased it: 
"The Ancients' support of aviation is 
legendary." 


In 1943 the Company conducted a 
special war bond sale for which the 
Captain Commanding set an original 
goal of $100,000. ‘The traditional 
zeal of the Ancients resulted in a 
subscription of more than one million 
dollars! The money paid for two 
bombers: a B17 "Flying Fortress" and 
a B24 "Liberator," both planes named 
"The Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company." Both planes served with 
the 15th Air Force in the European 
theater. 


(*At least one of the planes suffered 
a tragic fate in warfare. What 
happened is another story which will 
be completed in the next Orient 
Express.)

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ANCIENT ELEGANCE 


The glitter of the Lieutenants’ Ball 
is now a few weeks past--the plaudits 
continue. A society editor was heard 
to comment on the gracious acceptance 
she felt, at first a stranger to the 
people at her table. A grande dane 
in her bright red ball gown, she was 
pulled warmly into the conviviality 
of the event. 


The annual gala is always elegant, 
this year's no exception. The 
feminine guests were overwhelmed with 
gifts of flowers from the hosts and 
Scarves, candles, more flowers, and 
such from the can#idates. 


All this glitz and glamor is 
traditional for the ASHAC, but its 
roots are in the Regimental Balls of 
the Honourable Artillery Company of 
London. According to G. Goold 
Walker's history of the Ancients! 
distinguished forefathers, the first 
Regimental Ball took place in 1771. 
The affairs thereafter became annual 
events usually held at Armoury House, 
though on occasion at the Pantheon or 
the London Tavern. Rules were that 
each member be _ particularly 
attentive to the Character of the 
Persons he introduces, as he will be 
considered responsible for their 
Conduct, and it was invariably the 
rule that "no lady be admitted in an 
Undress." 


Playing of cards was forbidden, the 
records say, under a penalty of one 
Buinea--except at the annual ball! 


Sometimes down the years the 
Honourables of London endured the 
shafts of satire from their press as 
in a weekly paper of 1840. The 
officers are sometimes pictured as 
pot-bellied in their uniforms, 
wearing their swords on the wrong 
side. They "do the gallant, and the 
ecstatic, by the celebration of a 
ball. On these occasions, the 
members execute the msgnificent, 
shining like a host of Marmions, in 
the full blaze of a galaxy of 
beauty." 


Probably the most elegant Regimental 
Ball took place on the 400th 
anniversary of the Charter of the 
Honourable Artillery Company in June 
1937. The setting, as usual, was: 
Armoury House. Present at the ball 
and other observances was a "strong 
contingent" of Ancients from Boston 
(73 members with their families). 


So it has been down the years that 
each Lieutenants’ Ball, each graceful 
step across the ballroom floor-- 
whether schottische or samba--is part 
of a heritage of Ancient elegance,

On the magazine cover he stands tall, 
with hands warmly _ extended, 
sunglasses hiding a twinkle or two. 
He's leaning against a sorrowfully 
front-ended Lincoln and you know 
he'll make things better--for the car 
and the aggrieved car owner. Dick 
Sullivan's presence on the cover for 
a "Special Focus" magazine issue on 
the insurance industry is based on 
his executive image. He is the 
successful owner of Bryden & Sullivan 
Insurance Agency, Inc. of Hyannis 
(with branches in South Yarmouth, 
South Dennis, and North Truro). 


Dick's approach to life and work can 
best be labeled "eclectic." He 
delights in diverse commitments, one 
of his favorites being his service in 
the Ancients. 


Born in Boston, he spent his high 
school years at Cathedral High, his 
college years studying insurance at 
Boston University. He claims not to 
have been the academic type--just 
wanted to get through. Dick's 
military service was in the U.S. 
Navy. He served on surface ships 
with duties including picket patrol 
in the North Atlantic and a stint in 
Cuba. Most intriguing was a 
hydrographic mission in which he 
worked on coastal geodetic maps of 
the Turkish coast. Dick went on to 
fifteen years in the Navy Reserve, 
holding the rank of Commander when he 
went inactive.

SOUND OF MUSIC

SYNE." Sousa agreed ‘saying, "We 
cannot improve the simple straight 
forward melodies [of the old songs], 
but we can give them a more adequate 
expression." And Sousa wasted no 
time in doing exactly that. Titled 
“ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY 
COMPANY MARCH," it was published in 
sheet music/player piano formats in 
1924 by the Sam Fox Publishing Co. of 
New York and Cleveland, recorded on 
78 rpm disc, and--in a memorable 
event--performed on 21 September 1924 
by the combined Sousa/Ancients bands!

January. Until that event, we called 
our comrade Lt. Colonel. Since the 
historic swearing in ceremony of 
Senopoulos as Commissioner on the 
American Battle Monuments Commission, 
he is The Honorable Peter W. 
Senopoulos. What kind of guy brings 
the VP to Boston? The “Orient 
Express" went looking for answers. 


His new assignment will send Seno- 
poulos abroad in the company of heads 
of state, but he is a “home-grown 
guy" from Somerville, Arlington, 
Medford. A graduate of Arlington 
High School, he went on to Huntington 
Prep, Burdett College, and Bentley 
College from which he received his 
B.S. degree in Accounting. 


The Colonel's expertise has propelled 
him far beyond dollar signs and 
ledgers: into law, politics and 
government, scientific research, and 
now international representation of 
the United States. When he gets down 
to the day-to-day business of earning 
a living, he works in Charlestown as 
Chief Finance Officer for Gallagher & 
Gallagher (also Ancient comrades). 
Beyond this home base, he serves in 
several civilian capacities including 
President and CEO of Nationwide 
Insurance Investigators and Informa- 
tion Services and member of the 
National Association of Accountants. 


Senopoulos' military connections are 
numerous: Marine veteran of the 
conflict in Asia, recipient of the 
Purple Heart, Vietnam Service Medal, 
and Vietnam Cross of Gallantry;

Massachusetts, charged with reviewing 
appeals, deferments, and such. 


On the political front, Senopoulos 
has directed his financial skills to 
the Republican side of the aisle. He 
served as Finance Chairman in Massa- 
chusetts for George Bush for Presi- 
dent and is a member of the National 
Finance Committee and the National 
Steering Committee. Asked if he has 
political aspirations,  Senopoulos 
replies with a firm "No." 


In addition to his latest assignment, 
Senopoulos' proudest achievement was 
his appointment by President Reagan 
to NIDDK (National Institute of 
Diabetes, Digestive and Kidney Dis- 
ease), an advisory committee within 
the National Institute of Health. He 
speaks enthusiastically about its 
mission and successes. Each year 
they distribute more than a billion 
dollars for research in diabetes, 
kidney disease, cystic fibrosis, 
endocrinology, and hematology. They 
funded the Canadian research which 
led recently to finding the C.F. 
gene. Senopoulos is also involved 
with the Cystic Fibrosis Foundation. 


In his new post, Commissioner Seno- 
poulos joins a key independent agency 
of the Executive Branch of the U.S. 
The mission of the ABMC includes the 
erection, construction, and mainte- 
nance of military burial grounds and 
memorial shrines abroad. Down the 
years the Commission has had a roster 
of distinguished members and chair- 
men: General John J. Pershing, 
General George C. Marshall, General 
Mark W. Clark, and the present 
Chairman, General Andrew J. Good- 
paster. The graves and monuments 
abroad attract more than 12 million 
visitors a year. With field offices, 
memorials, and cemeteries located in 
Europe, Latin America, and Asia, 
Senopoulos anticipates much travel 
ahead. 


In moments of leisure, Senopoulos 
swims and plays a little golf. Of 
himself he says, "I'm hard working 
and loyal. I try to be a good 
friend."

FROM WHITE HOUSE 
TO FANEUIL HALL 


The Honorable Andrew H. Card, Jr. 
returns to his hone state for today's 
traditional observance by the ASHAC 
of Presidents’ Day. He currently 
serves at the White House as 
Assistant to the President and Deputy 
to the Chief of Staff. 


Card's service on the Washington 
scene dates to September 1983 when he 
was appointed Special Assistant and 
later Deputy Assistant to President 
Reagan and Director of the Inter- 
governmental Affairs Office as 
liaison to governors and other state 
and local elected officials. During 
President Bush's campaign, Card man- 
aged the New Hampshire primary, 
served as a regional political 
director and as ‘liaison to the 
Republican governors. After the 
election, he joined the Presidential 
Transition Team. 


Born in Brockton and a resident of 
Holbrook, Card holds a Bachelor of 
Science degree in Engineering from 
the University of South Carolina and 
has attended the United States 
Merchant Marine Academy and the 
Kennedy School of Government. He has 
held a number of elected and 
appointed municipal offices in 
Holbrook, From 1974 to 1983 he was a 
member of the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives. In 1982 he ran for 
Governor of the Commonwealth and that 
same year was named Legislator of the 
Year by the National Republican 
Legislators' Association. Before his 
Present assignment in the capital, he 
was Vice President of CHIS 
Corporation, a computer software firm 
based in Vienna, Virginia. 


As a distinguished representative of 
the President on this observance of 
Presidents’ Day, Card will report on 
the nation in a timely repeat of the 
Inauguration theme--from "George 
(Washington) to George (Bush)."

A LOFTY MONUMENT 
A LOFTY MAN 


On Presidents! Day 1990 we do well to 
return to the beginnings of our 
annual reception to the Governor of 
the Commonwealth. Just 105 years ago 
a contingent of 170 Ancients 
journeyed to the capital to serve as 
escort for President Arthur during 
ceremonies celebrating the dedication 
of the Washington National Monument. 
A senator from Virginia delivered a 
lecture as part of the dedication in 
the U.S. House of Representatives. 
The memorable date was February 21, 
1885. The Honorable John Warwick 
Daniels' remarks at that time were 
exalted, dynamic, poetic, metaphoric, 
memorable. They reflect the rhetoric 
of a time long past, a language 
imaginatively explored and expressed. 
That day 170 Ancients shared the 
events, the oratory in Washington. 
On the 105th anniversary, we quote a 
few passages from Daniel's address. 


About the Washington Monument he 
said: "High soars into the sky 
today--higher than the Pyramids or 
the dome of St. Paul"s or St. 
Peter's--the loftiest and most impos- 
ing structure that man has ever 
reared--high soars into the sky where 
‘earth highest years to meet a 
star,' the monument which ‘We the 
people of the United States' have 
erected to his memory, a fitting 
monument, more fitting than any 
statue 


And about Massachusetts: "It was 
fitting that the eminent citizen 
[Robert C. Winthrop] who thirty-seven 
years ago spoke at the laying of the 
cornerstone [of the Monument] should 
be the orator at the consummation of 
the work which he inaugurated. It 
was Massachusetts that struck the 
first blow of independence; it was 
her voice that made the stones of 
Boston 'rise in mutiny’; it was her 
blessed blood that ‘sealed the 
covenant of our salvation." 
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At this historic reception 
for Governor Michael S. 
Dukakis, Captain Commanding 
of the ASHAC, LTC Joseph A. 
Milano invites guests to 
look to the wall to their 
right and raise their 
glasses in toast to the 4 
presidents, past members of 
the Company: James Monroe, 
Chester Alan Arthur, Calvin 
Coolidge, and John Fitz- 
gerald Kennedy. — (Photos

ANCIENTS SALUTE 
THEIR COMMANDER 


Gathering in Faneuil Hall for the 
105th such Presidents' Day reception 
for the Governor, the Ancient 
"troops" welcome their Commander-in- 
Chief, His Excellency Michael Ss, 
Dukakis. The event marks a time--and 
place--rich in tradition. Now in his 
twelfth year as governor and 
commander, Dukakis has set a record 
for his years in command since 1975 
when he became the 65th executive of 
the state. 


Dukakis has been a military man 
during service in the U.S. Army in 
Korea, but most of his life has been 
devoted to the political scene. He 
earned his degree from Swarthmore 
College in 1955, graduating with 
honors in political science. He 
studied law at Harvard, again 
achieving honors. 


From 1963-71 he served in the 
Massachusetts House of Represent- 
atives, then Governor from 1975-79, 
and since 1983 he has served again as 
Governor. 


From 1971-72 Dukakis was moderator on 
public television's "The Advocates," 
with broadcasts usually emanating 
from Faneuil Hall. His involvement 
in the political arena included 
teaching as well as TV. In 1979 he 
accepted appointment as lecturer and 
director of Intergovernmental Studies 
at Harvard University's John F. 
Kennedy School of Government. 


During his governorship, Dukakis has 
addressed many concerns of the 
nation's industrial states: job 
training of the unemployed, education 
on drugs, auto insurance, universal 
health care. 


The Ancients salute the Commander and 
wish him a pleasant interlude away 
from the pressures of a troubled 
economy. 


‘THREE HUNDRED AND FIFTY-SECOND ANNUAL RECORD 


This early view of the Capitol shows a less 
frenetic, if not a gentler, nation. Elected 
representatives journeyed to government by 
horse or buggy or foot. Bad news--war, 
disaster, epidemic--and good news--mountains 
climbed, continents conquered--was slow to 
reach the seat of power. 


REVEILLE IN D.C. 


Early bird Ancients plan to spend a 
remarkable day in the capital, with 
briefings, tours, views of the 
workings of government, meetings with 
the nation's movers and shakers. The 
date is Wednesday, 7 March 1990. 


A wreath-laying ceremony at the 
gravesite of President John F. 
Kennedy will be followed by updates 
by the military at the Pentagon and a 
private tour of the Senate in 
session. Luncheon will be hosted by 
Senator John Kerry.

We recall the presence of the 
Ancients at the Inaugural Parade, 
followed by the presidential send-off 
for the FFDID, and most recently the 
Vice President's swearing in of The 
Honorable Peter Senopoulos. The 
“Washington connection" continues. 


OUT OF THE MOUTHS OF PRESIDENTS 


As we prepare to dine in the company 
of fellow Ancients and distinguished 
guests, as we exchange pleasantries 
and remarks possibly not earthshaking 
nor profound, let us turn our 
thoughts to the gallery of greats 
(and less great) who are the reason 
for this assemblage: our U. 
Presidents. 


Down the years the presidents of the 
United States have emerged as the 
most quoted--and sometimes most 
quotable--people on the world's 
stage. The quotes of Abraham Lincoln 
could fill volumes. The quotes of 
Calvin Coolidge are notoriously 
terse. As we read a few quotes from 
our presidents, we can only lament 
the emergence of the president's 
speechwriter on the scene--the Peggy 
Noonans, the Ted Sorensons, and 
others. Regardless of their talents, 
they are intermediaries in conveying 
a leader's message. When, incident- 
ally, did the ‘speech writer for 
presidents come into being? We'll 
save that question for future 
research. 


Now, on Presidents' Day, let us 
review a few presidential remarks. 
We'll begin with Abraham Lincoln, 
whose birthday was just last week, 
surely the most quoted U.S. chief 
executive. This statement, remem- 
bered at this time when the world is 
topsy-turvy, when governments are 
being discarded and new ones taking 
shape, provokes fresh attention: 
"This country with its institutions, 
belongs to the people who inhabit it. 


When ever they shall grow weary of 
the existing government they can 
exercise their revolutionary right to 
dismember or overthrow it." (In his 
Inaugural Address, 1861). 


Sometimes presidents repeat or para- 
phrase a predecessor. Woodrow Wilson 
drew on a French proverb, "Il n'y a 
point d'homme nécessaire" when he 
intoned, "There is no indispensable 
man" in his campaign speech of 1912. 
Twenty years later, in his campaign 
rhetoric in New York City, Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt uttered the sane 
words. In each case, the speakers 
were talking about themselves, but 
critics suggest that they were really 
applying the —thought--not — to 
themselves--but to the other guys who 
run for president. 


For absolute brevity in salient 
remarks, we can turn to an Ancient 
president. Speaking to the Society 
of American Newspaper Editors in 
Washington on January 17, 1925, 
Calvin Coolidge defined the role of 
the U.S. in six words: "The business 
of America is business." 


Probably the most entertaining, 
Provocative quotes are attributed to 
Harry S. Truman--bet he didn't have a 
speechwriter! And sometimes he got 
himself in trouble. Marines at lunch 
here today will appreciate Truman's 
"foot in mouth" moment when he said 
of the Marines: "The Marine Corps is 
the Navy's police force and as long 
as I am President that is what it 
will remain. They have a propaganda 
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machine that is almost equal to 
Stalin's." (Time, Sept. 18, 1950). 
Bergen Evans said of Harry's resark: 
“Mr. Truman's comparison was 
unfortunate. The validity of his 
basic statement was immediately 
denonstrated, however, by a furor 
which led him to apologize 


Other pithy, provocative qudtes 
attributed to Truman: In the New York 
World-Telegram & Sun, April 12, 1958: 
"A statesman is a politician who! 
been dead ten or fifteen year: 
And, on target from the "give ‘en 
hell" president: In Look, April 3, 
1956: "I never give them hell. I 
just tell the truth and they think it 
is hell." 


Since we're about to dine, ve turn to 
John F. Kennedy for a pertinent quote 
from a White House dinner on April 
29, 1962 at which the president had 
assembled the American recipients of 
the Nobel Prize. — Incidentally, 
missing at the dinner was novelist 
William Faulkner, living at the tine 
in Richmond, Virginia, who commented 
that he wouldn't travel sixty miles 
for a neal. 


As you look around today, at your 
distinguished comrades, remember that 
far more impressive meal and note 
Kennedy's remarks: "I think this is 
the most extraordinary collection of 
talent, of human knowledge that has 
ever been gathered together at the 
White House--with the _ possible 
exception of when Thomas Jefferson 
dined alone." Bon Appetit! 


ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPS 


PRESIDENTS: 


Ever wonder how many U.S. Presidents 
served their nation in the military? 
Presidents’ Day at an event sponsored 
by this hemisphere's oldest company 
of citizen/soldiers is a relevant 
time to ask the question. Our Orient 
Express research/reporter comes up 
with these answers. 


Of forty-one presidents, twenty-one 
have served in State Militias, the 
Amy, Air Corps, or Navy with ranks 
ranging from an 18-year-old enlistee 
in the 23rd Ohio Regiment during the 
Civil War (William McKinley) to five- 
star General of the Aray (hWII, 
Dwight Eisenhower). 


Their service has encompassed all the 
years of this country's nationhood 
through all combats: George Washing- 
ton began his military career in 
1753--on the losing side against the 
French when he lost Fort Necessity 
and later on the winning side when he 
helped capture Fort Duquesne, ulti- 
mately winning the Revolution as 
Commander-in-Chief. Among the presi- 
dents who followed: James Monroe 
fought in the 3rd Virginia Regiment 
during the Revolution; Andrew Jackson 
battled the Creek Indians and the 
Seminoles (1814/1818), and defeated 
the British outside New Orleans in 
1815; William Henry Harrison, as a 
major general, defeated Tecumseh at 
Tippecanoe in 1811 and the British at 
the Battle of the Thames in 1813, 


COL FRANK VIOLA 
PRESENTS GIFT 


The history of the ASHAC is marked by 
singular gifts which have made a 
difference. The first Captain 
Commanding Robert Keayne left land 
and funds to the town of Boston for 
construction of a Town House 
providing that the "Military Company 
of Massachusetts should have a room 
in the Town House for an Armory." 
And it was done. 


When the Town House became over- 
crowded the Ancients moved to Faneuil 
Hall. Several times the headquarters 
has been rebuilt, after a fire in 
1761 and through the mandates of an 
aging edifice. Once again Faneuil is 
getting a major facelift. Today a 
generous North End neighbor, the 
Haymarket Co-Operative Bank is now 
presenting a gitt of twenty-five 
thouand dollars for the restoration 
of the historic building. Making the 
presentation to the Honorable Raymond 
L. Flynn, Mayor of Boston, is the 
Bank's president and member of the 
Ancients, COL Frank Viola. The 
handsome donation goes to the Faneuil 
Hall Restoration and Preservation 
Trust. 


James Buchanan was a volunteer in the 
War of 1812. 


"Old Rough and Ready" Zachary Taylor 
fought in the Black Hawk and second 
Seminole Wars, and became a major 
general when he defeated Santa Anna 
in 1847. Other presidents who saw 
service during the Mexican War were 
Franklin Pierce, who became a 
Brigadier general, and the nation's 
legendary warrior, U. S. Grant. 


The Civil War saw many a future 
president. of the United States caught 
up in the tragic conflict: Grant 
rising from a colonel in the 2lst 
Illinois Volunteers to general in 
command of the Union Armies; Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes rising from major in 
the 23rd Ohio Volunteers (wounded 
several times) to the rank of brevet 
major general; James Garfield begin- 
ning as a colonel with the 42nd Ohio 
Infantry and promoted to major 
general for his bravery at Chicka- 
mauga; Benjamin Harrison becoming a 
brevet brigadier general. 


One of the most colorful military 
presidents was "Teddy" Roosevelt who 
organized the Rough Riders and made 
his historic charge up Kettle Hill at 
San Juan during the Spanish-American 
War. The one president who was a 
military man during World War I was 
Harry §. Truman who fought in the 
actions in France at Vosges, Meuse- 
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SOLDIERS AND PEACEMAKERS 


Argonne, and St. Mihiel. In addition 
to Ike in World War II, presidents 
John F. Kennedy, Richard M. Nixon, 
Gerald Ford, Jimmy Carter, Ronald 
Reagan, and George Bush all saw 
military service--Ford in the Army, 
Reagan in the Army Air Corps, and the 
others all with the U.S. Navy. 
Kennedy received the Navy and Marine 
Corps Medal, Bush the Distinguished 
Flying Cross and three Air Medals. 


Three U.S. presidents were graduates 
of military academies--Grant and 
Eisenhower from West Point, Carter 
from the Naval Academy. Although 
they and eighteen others knew the 
ways of war, through history they 
have proved to be seekers after 
peace. Most notable, Woodrow Wilson 
struggled--and failed--to bring his 
nation to the League of Nations. In 
1919 he was awarded the Nobel Peace 
Prize. And Herbert Hoover directed 
years of his life to feeding the 
victims of war. The most moving cry 
against war came from our first 
president. In 1785 George Washington 
wrote to David Humphries: "my first 
wish is to see this plague to mankind 
banished from the earth and the sons 
and daughters of this world employed 
in more pleasing and innocent 
amusements than in preparing imple~ 
ments and using them for the 
destruction of mankind." (Includes 
data from The World Almanac and Book 
of Facts 1990.) 


CAIRO AND PARIS BECKON 


Ancient travelers are looking forward to Major Arthur Nashawaty's FFDTD: the 
ancient wonder of Giza, the Cairo Opera House, the Khan El Khalili Bazaar, 
then on to Aswan, Abu Simbel, and Luxor for the cruise along the Nile--all 
this topped off with three days in Paris. The literature on the trip 
captures the drama ahead in Cairo where "businessmen in three-piece suits 
mingle with men and women wearing the ancient Egyptian costume called the 
gellabayeh, where the skyline is dotted with ultra-modern towers and a 


thousand minarets." See you there! 
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? THREE HUNDRED AND FIFTY-SECOND ANNUAL RECORD : 
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GETTING TO KNOW - - - - 


Truly Mr. Ancient, the expert on the 
Company's history, traditions, and 
Rules and Regulations, he's the man 
who's "been there."" After more than 
40 years, he continues to keep up 
with events. Who is he? MGEN 
Ignatius Jerome O'Connor (I. J. or 
Jerry to his friends). 


His Ancient career began on 9 
September 1946. Traversing all ranks 
from Sergeant to 25lst Captain 
Commanding (1960-61), he has served 
as Judge Advocate a few times, as 
Chief of Staff three times, as member 
of the Finance Committee, Standing 
Committee, and Permanent Fund. The 
General has made more than twenty- 
five Fall Field Day Tours of Duty--he 
led the Company to Florida (where he 
received the key to the city of Miami 
Beach), then on to Bermuda. 


General O'Connor's military commit- 
ments began in the '30s when he 
served for three years in the 26th 
Yankee Division of the Massachusetts 
National Guard. Later he served as 
an aide to Governors Volpe and 
Sargent. 


General O'Connor's profession for a 
lifetime has been the law. A 
Bostonian, he began his education at 
St. John's in Roxbury, graduated from 
Boston College High School in 1922, 
then studied nights for four years at 
Suffolk University. In June 1926 he 
earned his law degree, and one month 
later passed the Massachusetts bar 
examinations--a lawyer at 22! Later 
he received his JD. He was admitted 
for practice before the U.S. District 
Court, U.S. Court of Appeals, U.S. 
Tax Court, and U.S. Supreme Court. A 
life member of the American Bar 
Association (ABA) and the Massachu- 
setts Bar Association (MBA), his 
first years as attorney were in 
general practice, tax and probate 
law. From 1933-43 he had various 
assignments with the U. S. Treasury 
Department in Boston, Albany, and New 
York City. On October 1, 1944--by 
now a specialist in tax law--he 
joined the law department of John 
Hancock Insurance Company, his career 
until retirement as Tax Counsel on 
December 31, 1968. During that 
period the General wrote many an 
article on tax law for insurance 
journals and tax publications. 


His writing expertise has carried 
over to the ASHAC where General 
O'Connor is the "man behind the 


.annual records," having edited more 


than a dozen Captains’ records from 
typescript to published book. He 
knows all the "ropes" related to 
getting a book to press! In his 
brisk, logical, lawyer's style, he 
prefers to talk about his career in 
the Ancients, but there are other 
achievements. There was a two-year 
period during the great depression, 
1929-1930, when he served as a member 
of the Massachusetts House. He won 
the election the night Al Smith lost. 
IJ served just the one term. He did 
not survive. As he says, the repre- 
sentatives who served in 1929 were 
blamed in 1930 for all the woes of 
the Depression! A member of the 
Massachusetts Legislators' Associ- 
ation, he has chalked up a long 
career (65 years) with the Knights of 
Columbus and the Massachusetts Elks 
Association (60 years)--he's a past 
president. 


Now in his 80's, O'Connor remains a 
part of the youth scene. He has 
fourteen grandchildren (the offspring 
of his two daughters and son), 
“smarties," he calls them--who have 
amassed degrees from MIT (two, one a 
girl), St. Michael's (two), Cornell, 
Smith, Westfield State (two). His 
most international grandaughter is 
Patricia Agnes Ruddy, now studying 
for her PhD from the School of 
Oriental and African Studies of the 
University of London, who has taught 
in Kenya for two years and presently 
is in Zimbabwe. 


The General delights in his great 
grandaughters. Jenelle Joy Verrochi 
(with Ancient father, grandfather, 
and great grandfather) was named 
"million dollar baby" in a recent ad 
for children's clothing. And great 
granddaughter Caitlin is "on sabbat- 
ical" until she's old enough to model 
for the "back to school" set. Her 
year-old sister Bridget has yet to 
embark on her career! 


In "getting to know" I. J., you'll 
discover his credo. "When I get into 
a subject," he says, "I find out all 
I can about it. I do my homework." 
The Ancients agree: the General has 
done his homework!

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GETTING TO 


Ancients know the Boston Common as 
the site of the drum head election. 
But knowledge of the historic plot of 
land is expandable. From COL John I. 
Fitzgerald we get the word that the 
northwest quadrant of the Common was 
dedicated 3 June 1965 in honor of COL 
Thomas J. Carty, who served as 
Captain Commanding 1954/55. A small 
stone marks his memory. Jack 
Fitzgerald notes that the area, which 
should be referred to as The Carty 
Parade Ground, will have its 25th 
anniversary on June Day. 


Ancients curious about the 48-acre 
tract should turn to the current 
March/April issue of Archaeology for 
a fascinating study by Steven R. 
Pendery. The City Archaeologist des- 
cribes the Common as "a palimpsest of 
sorts in which many layers of human 
history are recorded." 


The earliest artifact found under the 
Common was an Indian projectile point 


KNOW - - - 


dating from 6,000 to 3,000 B.C.; the 
Common still contains some of the 
original geological features of the 
Shawout Peninsula; remains of a 
fishweir were discovered there 
originating at least 4,500 years 
earlier; the first owner was hermit 
English clergyman, Willian Black- 
stone, who sold it in 1634; the 
Common served as a cattle pasture and 
training ground for militia in the 
17th century; and more, much more. 


Pendery describes the ASHAC of the 
late 17th century as "among the 
town's Puritan elite." Thanks to 
their military needs, "irregular 
topography required the filling of 
cow ponds, the discouragement of 
shade trees and the construction of 
earthworks, a gun house, powderhouse, 
and watchhouse." 


So, when next you march on The Carty 
Parade Ground, look around, look 
down, and remember. 


THE SEAT OF POWER 


At the time of our D.C. visit, Vice 
President Dan Quayle was in South 
America, attending the inaugurations 
of the Chilean and Brazilian presi- 
dents. Our presence in the Old 
Executive Office Building brought out 
the Quayle Staff in force, outdoing 
themselves in hospitality. A staff 
aide addressed our entire group of 
eighty in the hallway and stated that 
the absentee host enjoyed his best 
day in office while our guest in 
Boston. He met no negatives, only 
great applause and expressions of 
friendship during his visit. His 
staff was grateful for it. 


Next, all the doors to his palatial 
office were opened, and we had the 
run of the place--historic, antique- 
laden. A visit to a Newport mansion 
would not have yielded the art and 
treasures we saw there! 


A friendly ambiance was created: we 
were all encouraged to sit at the 
VP's desk, almost half the size of 
our armory. Each Ancient was photo- 
graphed there. Our questions were 
answered with sincerity. Aides 
repeated the VP's regrets at missing 
us--please, they urged, come again.

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DEPARTURE OF AN 
HONOURABLE COMRADE 


In the death of Major-General Sir 
Julian Gascoigne on 26 February at 
the age of 86, England and Bermda 
lost a distinguished leader--and 
several Ancients lost a friend. In 
an uncommon career marked by great 
strength, courage, and integrity, 
Gascoigne served in several 
capacities: During World War II he 
commanded the 20lst Guards Motor 
Brigade of the 7th Armoured Division 
in North Africa and was wounded in 
the Italian campaign. He was awarded 
the DSO for leading the brigade 
during the assault on the Salerno 
Beach. From 1947-49 he served in 
Washington, D.C. as deputy head of 
the British Joint Services Mission, 
and from 1950-53 as GOC London 
District and Major-General Commanding 
the Household Brigade from 1950 to 
1953. From 1954 to 1959 Gascoigne 
was Colonel Commandant, Honourable 


Artillery Company. 


For the next five years he built a 
notable record as Governor and 
Comander-in-Chief of Bermuda. The 
death notice in The Times (3-7-90) 
noted: "Sir Julian Gascoigne's tenure 
at Government House in Bermuda saw 
the colony move towards official 
desegregation, a process which 
heartily endorsed. He also oversav 
the beginnings of what is now the 
island's second industry, inter~ 
national off-shore business." 


On their FFDID to England in 1954 and 
to Bermuda in 1960, members of the 
Company came to know Sir Julian. 
During the FFDID banquet in Bermuda, 
Captain Commanding I. Jerome O'Connor 
and his Company witnessed Gascoigne's 
ityle and his pride in country. ‘They 
remember his wit. During his 
response to the toast to the 
Commonwealth of Nations, he invited 
the Ancients "to take a pilgrimage be 
our gunpowder factory, because it wi 
that gunpowder which came from 
Bermuda which, in the end, enabled 
you to kick the British troops out of 
Boston."" 


On behalf of BGEN Milano and ue 
Company, MGEN Jim Lynch, Jr., PC, 
will deliver a Gascoigne memorial 
tribute during the trip to London by 
Milano, Lynch, and a few other 
members of the Company. They will be 
guests of the Honourable Artillery 
Company in a few weeks for the 
traditional St. George's Day dinner.

THE LOFTY ODE 


A traditional part of each June Day 
is the reading of an ode composed for 
the year. As a reminder to Ancients 
who may be remote from versifying and 
its shapes, the ode is a poen suited 
to be set to music and sung. In 1841 
an ode written expressly for the 
occasion by Rev. N. L. Frothingham 
was “adapted to the air of the 
‘Marseillaise'"; in 1858 the ode was 
sung to "Hail Columbia." 


The metrical form of odes may vary-- 
some with meter and structure, some 
without--but invariably the language 
is lofty and patriotic. As Webster's 
dictionary puts it, [the ode] "is 
characterized by nobility of 
sentiment and dignity of style." 


In literature, among the greatest 
odes are Keats's "Ode to a Grecian 
Urn"; Wordsworths' “Ode on Intima- 
tions of Immortality"; and Shelley's 
“Ode to the West Wind." Obviously, 
the English Romantic poets liked the 
poetic forn. 


For generations of June Days 
generations of inspired poets, 
usually Ancients, have offered their 
verse in the ode tradition. A few 
years back Major Arthur E. Nashawaty 
Published a ‘collection of Ancient 
odes, and many a familiar name 
emerged: past commanders MAJ Allan 
Roy Kingston PC, MGEN I. Jerome 
O'Connor PC, BGEN Robert L. Marr Pc, 
MGEN James A. Lynch PC, and LCDR 
George E. Peznola PC have composed 
odes, with BGEN Joseph S. Zareiko PC 
composing at least four! Probably 
the most prolific has been COL 
William wW. Drumpey who wrote at least 
sevens Numbered among more recent 
poets are MGEN Richard E. McLaughlin 
CPT Robert C. Hahn, COL Jack Drumney, 
EE James Calogero, and BGEN Frank J. 
wer. 


And writers have not strayed from the 
nobility of the form. In his 346th 
Anniversary Ode in 1984, | MGEN 
McLaughlin wrote: "We have been 
blessed by noble Heritage which glows 
in every sphere/We will hold and add 
to that Legend with every passing 
year." In his 1964 ode Jack Drummey 
noted that "Philosophers of yore 
[moved] wisely toward/Disbelief in 
steel, wise faith in the word." And 
BGEN Marr warned "Stand guard lest 
zealous neophytes--Well meaning but 
unknowing--Blow out the lantern in 
the night/And snuff our beacon's 
glowing." 


A particularly intriguing ode was 
composed in 1853. Speaking of the 
bright Eagle with freedom on his 
wing," the verse was composed by a 
Mrs. Marion H. Stephens. What's 
this? A woman! 


It appears that an analysis of 
anniversary odes could fill volumes-- 
a research assignment for some future 
Ancient. 


Paul Revere on the Road to Freedom 


CHRIS TSAGANIS 
BUILDS BRIDGES 
OF UNDERSTANDING 


Ancients will salute with pride their 
comrade LT Chris Tsaganis on 26 April 
when he will be honored by the 
National Conference of Christians and 
Jews for his lifetime demonstration 
of understanding and compassion for 
all people. For more than sixty 
years the NCCJ, as the organization 
is called, has honored citizens who 
have built bridges of understanding 
in human relations. This year in the 
62nd annual awards dinner Chris will 
be warmly recognized. 


Born and educated in Greece, Chris 
served in the Greek Army during World 
War II. After the war he immigrated 
to Canada and then to this country. 
Twenty-five years ago he embarked on 
his career and soon made his mark, 
expanding from lunchroom to fine 
restaurant. He became widely known 
as “the salad king" and has 
successfully marketed a special salad 
dressing. 


In addition to his achievements as 
restaurateur, Christos Tsaganis is 
presently a Trustee of Stonehill 
College and the Brockton Hospital. 
He is frequently called on as a 
prominent, caring Brocktonian to 
serve on city boards and commissions. 
A proud member and benefactor of the 
Greek Orthodox Church, Chris is 
active in the Hellenic College and 
the Greek Orthodox Archdiocese of 
North and South America. 


Friends know how well the award is 
deserved. Chris Tsaganis, they know, 
is a man generous beyond belief. He 
forgives debts, bears no grudges, 
gives frequently--then gives, and 
gives again. 
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SWORD REVIVAL? 


Swords may make a comeback in the 
Ancients. Have no fear--the troops 
are not about to have them. The 
swords are ceremonial. 


The return of the sword was apparent 
last January when Captain Commanding 
Milano accepted and returned honors-~ 
with his sword extended--at the 
Centennial pass in review at the Old 
Guard Ball in New York City. 
Milano's sword, the gift of his 
Sergeants 77/78, is in the USMC 
tradition, suitable for boarding 
parties, without basketed handguard, 
its grip ornamented with three gold 
rivets. A handsome —_ceremonial 
piece, fully engraved. 


At the Ten of Us banquet on 11 April, 
CPT Paul Tierney, PC, past president 
of the Ten of Us Club, presented a 
traditional Army standard sabre and 
scabbard to LIC Rey Graunas for his 
years of service to both the Club and 
the Company. Tierney's presentation 
was the highlight of the night, a 
truly remarkable, _ extemporaneous 
statement which brought quiet to the 
room of 250 people. If written notes 


or a draft exist, the Orient Express 


will print them in a later edition. 


Ancients may remember that during a 
1977 Norwich University football 
game with Middlebury, a memorable 
cavalry charge took place. A Norwich 
cavalryman, waving his U.S. Army 
sabre, charged an effigy of the 
Ayatollah. 


Now, as others join the sword/sabre 
revival, we'll ‘be watching: which 
will it be--the gold-riveted Marine 
sword, or the sabre with hilted 
basket handguard and leather and wire 
hand grip?

You look twice when he appears at 
Ancient functions--tall, stylishly 
dressed, bronzed, urbane. You learn 
his age in startled disbelief, surely 
twenty years younger. He's LT Jim 
Sarni, member of the Company since 
1950 and father of three Ancients, 
COL Ralph Sarni, COL Jack Sarni, and 
James L. Sarni, Jr. This remarkable 
man would make a prize subject for 
study of those immigrants who brought 
their drive and skills to the new 
world at the turn of the century. 


Jim was born in a suburb of Naples, 
son of a blacksmith, some 96 years 
ago. An only child, he arrived in 
Boston's North End with his parents 
when he was seven. A few years later 
the little family suffered a loss 
which would surely alter the course 
of Jim's life. “His father died, 
leaving the 12-year-old as sole 
support for himself and his mother. 
The carefree days of childhood ende 
school days came to a halt. Jim sold 
newspapers and took on a succession 
of odd jobs. It was a time of work, 
relentless effort, and concentration 
on where the next dime, next dollar 
would come from. 


Old timers remember the Old Howard in 
Scollay Square. At one time it 
served as a theatre, the Howard 
Athenaeum. Jim tells the story of 
how one of his early jobs was at the 
Howard during performances of Julius 
Caesar. It seems that he and a buddy 
were hired to carry the body of the 
slain Caesar off stage! As his 
entrepreneurship progressed, Jim 
acquired a buggy and a horse named 
Jenny--remember, this was before the 
powered automobile. Jim used this 
equipage to deliver milk for H. P. 
Hood and Company. Like the legendary 
mail carriers, Jim went through ice 
and snow, over the Charlestown 
Bridge, on his milk route. He went 
from tenement to tenement, carrying 
his rack of bottles up three of four 
flights. And when these deliveries 
were made, back he went to 
Charlestown--to the Navy Base--and 
peddled small bottles of milk to the 
sailors.

Jim's next business came when he 
joined Golden Bell Cleaners and 

His job was to track down an 
ler within the company. When 
his assignment ended successfully, 
the firm kept him on as a truck 
driver. In retrospect, we can see 
that Jim's destiny in the marketplace 
took shape here. He was center stage 
in a business which he would 
modernize, even revolutionize in 
Boston. At this time, cleaning 
clothes was allied to tailor shops, 
rather than a separately marketed 
service. Naphtha and gasoline were 
used in the cleaning process-~ 
expensive, slow, dangerous. Enter a 
new Dupont solvent called DOWCLEAN; 
enter Jim Sarni with the knowledge, 
aggressiveness, energy to do 
something with it. He founded a 
cleaning businesss, his young wife 


helping. Soon one business became 
two, then three, and finally 17 
stores! The family enterprise was 


established! 


Jim has not been a “hard work, no 
play" person throughout the remark- 
able years of his remarkable life. 
Jim is a social creature. He likes 
to be where the people are. 


He enjoys the racing scene. When 
Suffolk Downs was open, he went to 
the track every day. Betting was 
only secondary. Being with people-- 
and action--was his thing. "If 1 
just sat," he used to say, "I would 
never want to get up." To this day, 
he likes getting out and moving among 
people. 


All_his life Jim has been a health 
buff, always holding membership in a 
health club. Year in, year out, 
after work at 5 o'clock, he headed 
for his club, for his exercise, his 
steam bath. If people wanted his 
attention, they had to postpone their 
business until after his rubdown. 
Jim still belongs to the Y--you can 
tell, from looking at hin. 


Getting to know Jim Sarni is well 
worth the effort. Next time you see 
him, stop for a chat.

For a smashing review of our FFDTD in 
Thailand, consult the Spring 1990 
issue of Honourable Artillery Company 
Journal. “Writing his experiences is 
young Honourable Artillery Company 
member, Michael Glass. Here are a 
few excerpts from Michael's comments: 


“Last year in Boston I was very 
fortunate to be invited to join the 
Ancients for their proposed Fall 
Field Day Tour of Duty in Thailand. 
Ten months later I was even luckier. 
A group of Ancients most generously 
offered to pay my fare so I could 
really go and I thank them very much. 


One of the main points of their tour 
was to lay a wreath and pay our 
respects at the Kanchanaburi war 
cemetery by the infamous Bridge on 
the River Kwai. There are so many 
head-stones dedicated to British 
servicemen it was felt appropriate to 
have at least a token British 
Presence and so why not the HAC.

COL SYLVESTER A-~ RAY, PC 


Years ago American dramatist David Belasco said about 
work and workers: "I believe that God meant that we 
should earn our living by the sweat of our brows. And I 
believe that He made us to love our work so much that we 
might play at it; find real and profound pleasure in it." 
Watch him relaxing atop a front end loader in his 
company's yard, and you know that there's one Ancient who 
fits the mold of worker: COL Sylvester Ray, PC. 


He started working--and loving it--when he was seven, 
selling newspapers on a Roslindale corner, and he's been 
working and playing’ ever since. Syl's folks--sturdy 
stock--came from Naples, Italy. They became the proud 
parents of 15 children, 10 sons, 5 daughters, with Syl in 
the middle, number eight child. Father was in the 
construction business, and most of his sons followed, 
members of Local 4. Syl is a past president of The 
Utility Contractors Association of New England. 


During World War II Syl was in the United States Navy. 
During the war seven of the Ray sons joined the armed 
forces and all seven returned safely. 


Sylvester was born in Roslindale. He had his first 
garage on Canterbury Street in Roslindale. For 26 years 
his residence was Lorette Street in West Roxbury. For the 
past 26 years his residence and place of business has 
been in Marshfield. He married Eleanor, and the couple 
had two sons, Lawrence and Joseph, and a daughter, Diane. 
Through the support and encouragement of Eleanor, Syl 
became Captain Commanding of the Ancients, 1984-85.

Diane will tell you that they describe 
their grandfather as “awesome. And Ancients will tell 
you that AWESOME, too, are his generosity, his help to 
anyone down and out, and the size of his heart! 


MGEN WAYNE F. WAGNER 


He stands tall, Major General Wayne F. Wagner, The 
Adjutant General, Massachusetts Ary National Guard, and 
member of the Company. In his military career, Wagner 
has achieved a series of major acconplishoents. His 
various assignments since his entry into active duty have 
included the U.S. Army Engineers School (Fort Belvoir, 
VA); the 518th Engineer Company (Caribbean); and Officer- 
in-Charge, Evaluation Section, III Corps, Test 
Headquarters (Fort Hood, Texas). 


General Wagner's service has included two stints in 
Vietnam: May 1965, as member of the team which later 
became Headquarters Ist Logistical Command, in which he 
served as Chief of the Engineering Branch; and April 1969 
when he returned to Vietnam as Construction Engineer in 
the First Corps area for the US Military Assistance 
Command. 


On 31 December 1971 Wagner requested relief from active 
duty and was transferred to the U.S. Army Reserve 
Personnel Center, and the following month was appointed 
in the Massachusetts Army National Guard. Following 
several positions in the Engineering Sections and 
Divisions of the Guard, he was named Post Commander at 
the ARNG Training Site, Camp Edvards. Fron March 1986 he 
served as Director of Maintenance, HQ STARC, holding that 
position until his appointment in 1987 as The Adjutant 
General. Wagner was federally recognized as Brigadier 
General on 16 June 1988. Asked recently what has been 
the proudest moment in his military career, Wagner 
responds without pause, "My appointment as Adjutant 
General." 


Another major success has been the General's career at 
Northeastern University where he received his Bachelor's 
and Master's degrees and continued his education in 
military science. In 1962, after his return from the 
Caribbean, he was assigned as Assistant Professor of 
Military Science, serving as an educator there for almost 
three years. 


Much decorated and modest about his awards, Wagner counts 
many honors recognizing his service, among them: the 
Bronze Star Medal with oak leaf cluster; the Meritorious 
Service Medal; the Vietnam Campaign Medal; and the 
Vietnam Service Medal with Silver Star. 


A lifetime resident of Mendon, Massachusetts, Wayne 
remembers his early well, remote from the military 
career which lay ahead. His father was in the ice and 
lumber business. Wayne had the job of working in the ice 
house, cutting the frozen pond water into large cubes and 
storing them with hay and sawdust. "I'm the only 
Adjutant General in the United States," he says, "who 
ever cut ice!" 


Father of six children (ages 11 to 31), Wayne Wagner is 
understandably active in youth-related activities. He is 
a member of the Board of Directors, Algonquin Council, 
Boy Scouts of America, and Treasurer and Coach of Youth 
Baseball Association. 


A oan of many interests and talents, General Wagner sees 
his education at Mendon High School and Northeastern 
University as major shapers and motivators in his 
lifetime. In his present post, he enjoys the challenges 
of dealing with executive and legislative agencies on the 
federal/state/municipal levels. 


General Wagner describes himself as "a firm believer in 
the American systen. I'm ready to do whatever I can to 
make the systen survive and prosper." In Ancients 
parlance, General Wagner is a patriot!
